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Reigning Paris Fashions in Jewelry. 


Pearl Necklaces Very Popular—Medallions of Diamonds and Pearls—Jeweled Collar Bands 
Appropriate as New Year Presents—Fashion of Ungloved Hands at Social Functions a 
Boon to Jewelers—Brooches Somewhat Neglected— Hair Ornaments Sought After. 














Paris, Dec. 2—Such an integral part of 
fashionable woman’s toilet is the string 
f pearis, that a number of women in Paris 
ake a good jiving by stringing these 
vems, However, iew ladies are willing to 
intrust their much prized necklaces to a 
shop, and invariably send for a woman to 
ome to the house. She strings the beads, 
inder the eye of the owner, so that there 
is no possible danger of the substitution of 
inferior or smaller pearls, which some 
people think is often done by unreliable 
jewelers. The old-time horsehair has been 
replaced by platinum wire, as fine and sup- 
ple as a silken thread, and almost unbreak- 
able. In many romances there are his- 
tories of miladi’'s broken pearl necklace 
ind consequent loss. Now such a mishap 
is almost impossible on account of the 
pearls being metal strung and yet retain- 
ing their perfect pliability. More than ever 
are pearls the favorites, perhaps because 
they can be worn as well by day as by 
night, one or several rows of pearls, a sau- 
toir and button or pendant earrings being 
the complement of even the most incon- 
spicuous tailor-made costume. 

Fashion tiring of the all-diamond medal- 
lion, the jewelers are mixing pearls with 
the more brilliant stones, using them to 
pick out an elaborate design or set in the 
center cabachon fashion; colored pearls, 
being rare, are much sought after. Rejane, 
the celebrated actress, has the finest brown 
pearls in existence. One cannot admire 
them as much as the pure white ones or 
the lovely pale rose variety, but in pearls 
as in all other stones their rarity makes 
them sought after. Flat medallions are en- 
tirely pearl-incrusted, with perhaps a tiny 
line of brilliants encircling the outer rim. 
Very new but not particularly artistic are 
round hanging neck pendants made of small 
s‘rung pearls, and which bear a_ resem- 
blance to a tiny table mat. Not new, but 
decidedly odd, is the fashion of wearing 
pearl earrings, one white and one black 
pearl. I noticed a costly pair worn by a 
Bulgarian princess at the opera. They 
were immense pear-shaped pearls, one of 
the purest white while the other was of 
the dark gray known as black. They dan- 
gled to the top of the collar by a diamond- 
incrusted string, while close to the ear 
was a rosette formed of tiny brilliants 

For young girls, a pretty New Year’s 
present is either a string, or several strings, 
of seed pearls or a necklace in a lattice 
work or floral pattern thrown up in relief 
against a band of black or cwlored vel- 





vet. More ethereal is the same necklace 
sewed on to a crushed collar wf white or 
pale pink tulie, which is kept upright on 
the neck by means of platinum supports 
pearl-tipped. There is also a liking for 
white velvet collar bands, which look 
well with the immaculate white of the 
debutante’s toilet. Small pearl crosses as 
first communion presents are offered by the 
l‘rench parent, and smal: ones are sent as 
a natal gift to the baby. 


*« For the older society girl there are sev- 


eral rows of various-sized pearls sepa- 
rated by thread-like circles of tiny bril- 
liants with pear] centers. Pearl rings are 
liked by women with beautiful hands, and 
usually a couple of very big pearls, one 
white and one of a color divided by bars 
or a floral design of diamonds are stylish. 
Of great import to the jeweler is the fash- 
ion of going without gloves at the most 
ceremonious functions. One _ constantly 
sees beautifully dressed women at the the- 
ater or opera, their exquisitely manicured 
hands covered with costly rings and quite 
bare. With gloveless hands the bracelet is 
almost imperative, as few women have 
pretty wrists. They are often a mere 
thread of glittering stones set in alternat- 
ing rows or in a design on supple links. 
However, some women like the gold or 
platinum bangle which is worn as a talis- 
man, being engraved with a mystic sen- 
tence from some sacred Hindoo book or 
set with the birthstone forming a cabalistic 
device. Italian and Spanish women cling 
to the wide and heavy curb-chain bracelet 
or the ponderous gold bands set with im- 
mense stones. The Arab bracelet consist- 
ing of a narrow gold circle, each end set 
with colored stones such as turquoises, to- 
pazes, etc., is slipped easily over the wrist. 
Again, an Egyptian bracelet consisting of 
great oblong turquoises of a pale robin’s 
egg blue, engraved in golden characters 
with a prayer from the Koran, the stones 
linked together by three slender gold 
chains. 

Brooches are rather in the background, 
the medallion and chain usurping their 
place. However, many women never aban- 
don this useful piece of jewelry, which 
nowadays is rather unobtrusive. Pretty is 
a big canary-tinted topaz with a _ basket 
of flowers in engraved gold and tiny pearls 
on the surface. Oblong amethysts and tur- 
quoises, pearl or diamond rimmed, brooches 
are simple and yet at the same time ele- 
gant. The moss-agate which often shows 
an exquisite landscape design as fine as a

miniature painting is again the fashion, 
rimmed with a narrow gold band or some- 
times a wider one incrusted with rubies or 
sapphires 

A preity present for a lady is a set of 
coat buttons In good taste are those of 
smoked cr irridescent pearl, which come 
‘n two sizes for the front and the sleeves. 
Others are encircled with a band of gold 
or silver, the stitches used in sewing them 
on being simulated by a cross. stitch made 
of chip diamonds. Others are of tortoise 
shell, gold engraved, or of gold sculptured 
in relief. Those of enamel matching the 
color of the suit are very elegant. 

A new umbrella handle is of massive 
tarnished golé representing the trunk of 
a tree about which is twined a silver ser 
pent with a glowing topaz in the head and 
ruby eyes. Pretty bell pulls resemble min 
iature mosque lamps of burnished gold 
and are set with rhinestones or colored 
mock gems 

All kinds of hair ornaments are the 
craze, most of them taking the form of 
bandeaux, many almost as wide as the 
liand. A very artistic one of mottled grey 
pear! on which was incrusted white and 
purple bunches of lilacs in pearls. Jeweled 
rinzs through which are threaded a velvet 
ribbon or great flat rosettes of real or 
small stones fasten the ends of ribbon ban- 
deaux.

(Giold Mounted Walrus Trusk Presented to 
President Taft by Citizens of 
Fairbanks, Alaska. 


HE President of the United States is 

always the recipient of many gifts from 
citizens in various sections of the country, 
but perhaps one of the most novel and 
attractive gifts which President Taft has 
received since he came into office was the 
beautiful piece sent him from the citizens 
of Fairbanks, Alaska, which is illustrated 
on the front cover of this issue. 

As wil] be seen from the illustration the 
gift takes the form of a desk ornament 
made of the tusk. of a king walrus, which 
came from the Behring Sea. The tusk, 
which is 2% feet long and 10 inches in 
circumference, is handsomely embossed in 
gold, depicting scenes from the frozen 
north. There is a reproduction of a miner’s 
cabin, a placer mine and views of Mt. Mc- 
Kinley. 

The tusk is so arranged as to accommo- 
date a pen rack, an ink well, seal candle 
and other appurtenances for the writing 
table.

N close proximity—in fact, fairly within 
the jewelry district—several English 
hop houses have flourished as long as the 
emory of the oldest jewelers extends back 
nto the realms of the past.

houses, was established in Maiden Lane.

The dining room of Clark & Brown, one of the 
st extensive, was on Maiden Lane, near to its 
ction with Liberty St. It was the resort of 
such who particularly delighted in roast beef, very 
re, and cut in thick slices, or a beefsteak scarcely 
warmed through, English plum pudding and a mug 
f the best “half and half’ in the city, brewed at 
Poughkeepsie or Philadelphia, but just for the 
ame of the thing, “you know,” called Burton 
Stock Ale. The peculiar mode of serving meats 
ind the strong, black London Dock brandy, did 
not meet the approval of the uneducated Knicker 
bocker stock, who had been reared on thoroughly 
cooked food, and preferred made gravies to the 
ire red juice, so prominent an article in the 
John Bull creed. So the house became known as 
English chop house, and was in the main pat- 
ronized by Yorkshire men, who were engaged tem- 
porarily in selling manufacturers’ consignments 
and remitting the proceeds in cotton or gold. York 
shire men have always been distinguished for their 
lannish tendency, and have ever been noted for 
their devotion to old England, so they congregated 
at Clark & Brown’s to enjoy the nearest approach 
to their native diet which the place of their exile 
ifforded. They made it a species of exchange 
met to talk over business, and on the arrival of a 
packet, a rendezvous to communicate news from 
home. It was at this house that the nucleus of 
ie St. George Cricket Club was formed, and from 
which the players started to particpate in a game 
yn their grounds located on Broadway, where the 
magnificent Gilsey House now stands. The upper 
lining room rang with boisterous merriment when 
extraordinary occasions they convened to bid 
adieu to one of thir countrymen, who, having 
arrived poor and a stranger, had succeeded by the 
tact for which the race is so celebrated, in amass- 
ing an ample competency and was on the eve of 
ailing from the inhospitable Yankee shore to spend 
s American gold at home. At these gatherings 
the heef, the mutton, the pudding, the ale, the 
bread, the cheese, even the celery and salt, were 
pronounced inferior to the glorious fare so abund- 
nt at Huddersfield or Saddleworth. The “blarsted”’ 
untry was awarded the accustomed sneers, and 
the lucky one who had secured his pile was warmly 
ngratulated that his pilgrimage was ended. 


On the southwest corner of Broadway 
and Cortlandt St. was an old frame build- 
ing, in which, on the ground floor, was 
located the store of Henry Salisbury & Co., 
retail jewelers. On the top floor there was 
a shop, in which they manufactured gold 
spectacles. The old frame building on the 
scutheast corner of Broadway and Maiden 
Lane (now Broadway-Maiden Lane Build 
ing) was largely occupied by jewelers, 
among them Tift & Whiting, Attleboro, 
and Sackett, Davis & Potter, Providence,

Besides the Howard Hotel, there was 
the Merchants Hotel at 41 Cortlandt St., 
the National at No. 5 and the Western 
Hotel at No. 9 Cortlandt St., all patronized 
by eastern manufacturers.

Charles Hubbard, who died about a year 
or more ago.

His parents settled in 
New Jersey, but a year ‘ater moved to 
New York City, where in due course of 
time he was sent to school. His first busi- 
ness enterprise was the selling of news- 
papers and matches on the streets. Sub- 
sequently he entered the employ oi the late 
P. TL. Barnum, for whom he worked from 
1X40 to 1845. In the latter year he ob- 
tained employment with Frederick  L. 
Mathez, an importer of watches at 4 John 
St. Mr. Mathez went to California during 
the gold rush of 1848 and Mr. Krugler 
conducied his business for him. He re- 
mained with Mr. Mathez until 1859 and 
then joined |. Quicche, ‘orming the firm 
of Quinche & Krugler, which carried cn 
its business at 60 Nassau St. as importers 
of Swiss watches. The firm had agents 
in various parts of the United States and 
deve oped one of the largest watch im 
porting businesses of the time. ‘The part- 
nership was dissolved later when Mr. 
Krugler was joined by his son and his son- 
in-law, the firm style being Krugler, Kim- 


ball & Co. The concern continued the 
watch importing business, its office being 
located at 17 Maiden Lane. The firm dis 


solved about’ 1890, Mr. Krugler and his son 
continuing as Charles L. Krugler & Son 
at 36 John St., where it has been located 
for the last seven years. 

Caleb K. Colby, who is engaged in business 
as a dealer in watches at 5 Maiden Lane, 
was born Sept. 24, 1825, at Springfield, N. 
H}. His first employment was in a general 
store at Bradford Mills, N. H. \bout 
1845 his people moved to Troy, N. Y,, 
where young Colby obtained a position in 
a grocery house. Soon after he became 
connected with the jewelry trade as a sales- 
man for James Decker, a wholesale and re- 
tail jewe'er of that city, keeping the books 
and acting in the capacity of clerk at the 
same time. In 1847 he came to New York 
and obtained employment with the old firm 
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170 Broadway, cor. Maiden Lane, New York 
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Importers and Cutters of 
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Ball, Tompkins & Black at the time 
colcern was moving from 181 Broad- 
to 247 Broadway. He remained 1: 
“employ of that concern for about a year 
then obtained a position with Brown, 
mer & Dwight at the corner of Broad 
and Maiden Lane (now 170 Broad 
av), for which firm he kept the books 

{ acted as clerk and as buyer. About a 

and a half later he formed a partner- 
ship with M. W. ‘Brown, under the firm 
name of M. W. Brown & Co., being the 
rst jobbing jewelry and watch house to 
have offices above the ground floor in the 
Maiden Lane district. The business was 
ocated at 9 Maiden Lane and dealt in jew- 
elry and imported Swiss watches. At that 
time the only means of transportation in 
New York City was by means of omni- 
, and 14th St. was regarded as far 
uptown. While Mr. Colby was a member 
of the firm of M. W. Brown & Co. the 
Civil War broke out, and the concern lost 
heavily through debts contracted with jew 
elers in the south. Subsequently the busi- 
ness was moved to 17 Maiden Lane. Mr. 
Brown died in 1867. Mr. Colby. then 
formed a partnership with a Mr. Johnson, 
who had formerly been a clerk in the firm 
of M. W. Brown & Co., and the business 
was continued as Colby & Johnson. The lat- 
ter died a few years later and then Mr. Colby 
continued the business alone. After a time 
he moved to 11 John St., when the building 
at that site was completed, and some years 
later transferred his office to his present 
address at 5 Maiden Lane. He has one 
son living. 

Harry C. Ostrander, the veritab‘e dean of 
the manufacturers, travelers and diamond 
men of Maiden Lane, has been actively 
identified with the industry since 1848. He 
has traveled over the country from Port- 
land, Me., to San Antonio, Tex., and the 
Pacific Coast, and is known to the trade 
in every section of the land. Mr. Ostrander 
is a New Yorker, having been born on 
the east side of this city March 9, 1833. 
When 15 years old he began an apprentice- 
ship with the jewelry firm of Arthur, Peck- 
ham & Rumrill, then in the rear of 17 
John St. He remained with this firm and 
its successors about seven years, leaving 
them about 1855. In the meantime he had 
become a practical jeweler and mastered 
the manufacturing end of the business. 
His next connection was with the house 
of Vve J. Magnin, Guedin & Co., which he 
represented in the south. He remained with 
this concern until 1863, when he became 
western traveler for Merrill, Fitch & A‘len, 
succeeding L. J. Mulford in that capacity. 
About 1866 he went into business with 
Louis Fellows, under the firm style of Fel- 
lows & Ostrander, continuing until about 
1872. From 1872 to 1879 he was a member 
of the firm of T. W. Adams & Co., and in 
1879 he joined the staff of Randall & 
Baremore, subsequently’ Randal, Bare- 
more & Billings. He was one of the well- 
known diamond men of this house, with 
which he continued for about 19 years. In 
1898, when the organization disintegrated, 
the original firm being succeeded by Ches- 
ter Billings & Son, Mr. Ostrander went 
with the new concern of Mount & Wood- 
hull, and remained there about three or four 
years. He then became representative of 


busses 
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Morris Prager, continuing in this capacity 
until the house went out of business. He is 
now associated with the house of Reich- 
man Bros. As a salesman, manufacturer, 
broker and diamond expert Mr. Ostrander 
has met pretty wel: everybody in the jew- 
elry trade in this city and all the principal 
centers of the country. 

L. J. Mulford was born in New York 
City, March 22, 1835, being the oldest of 
five children and the only boy in the 
family. He left school in 1848, his father 
having died the year before, and at the 
age of 13 went to work in a country store 
at Peekskill. Two years later he returned 
to New York and took a position with a 
firm of wholesale grocers. In 1851 he en- 
tered the jewelry field, being engaged by 
Peckham, Dennis & Co., 17 John St., with 
whom he remained until 1856 when, be- 
cause of il] health, he gave up his position 
end went to Wisconsin, where he remained 
ier about a year. Having recovered, he 
returned to New York and went back to 
the old house, the name of which had in 
the meantime been changed to Peckham, 
Merrill & Co. Mr. Mulford represented 
the firm on the road, covering for the 
most part the western territory. In those 
«lays such luxuries as sleeping and dining 
cars were unknown, and stage coaches 
were the frequent forms of transportation. 
After 11 years’ service with Peckham, Mer- 
rill & Co. and their successors, Merrill, 
Fitch & Allen, Mr. Mulford entered into 
business with Samue] J. Smith, a small 
manufacturer at 10 Maiden Lane, with 
whom he remained until 1865, when he 
commenced business on his own account at 
32 John St. at the corner of Nassau, de- 
voting his attention to the manufacture of 
seal ringg The following year, 1866, with 
Chester S. Ford, he bought the interest of 
W. P. Smith, in the firm of Smith & Ford, 
at 24 John St., and continued the business 
at the same address under the firm name 
of Ford & Mulford. The business increas- 
ing, in the Fall of 1871 the firm moved its 
factory and office to the new Waltham 
building at 1, 3 and 5 Bond St. Mr. Ford 
died during that year, after which the 
firm was styled Mulford & Co. Some 
months later S. Cottie became a partner, 
and in 1873 Seth W. Hale joined the con- 
cern, the name then being changed to Mul- 
ford, Hale & Cottle. Mr. Cottle withdrew 
in 1877, whereupon the name was altered to 
Hale & Mulford. On March 7, 1877, the 
Waltham building was totally destroyed by 
fire, whereupon Hale & Mulford moved 
to the corner of Broadway and 4th St., a 
building occupied by the Whiting Mfg. 
Co. In 1882, Mr. Mulford’s health having 
become impaired, he sold his interests to 
Mr. Hale, and remained out of business 
until 1884, when he associated himself with 
the New Haven Watch Co., which relation- 
ship continued until July, 1887, the year the 
watch company moved to Trenton, N. J., 
and became the Trenton Watch Co. Mr. 
Mulford resigned from the watch company 
when this change was effected. The fol- 
lowing year he connected himself with 
The Jewelers’ Circular Publishing Co., of 
which Seth W. Hale was president. In 
December, 1889, Mr. Hale died, and: the 
following February Mr. Mulford became 
manager, and in 1898 president of the cor- 


poration, which position he still retains. 

In this connection, as one active in the 
Maiden Lane district to-day although not 
originally connected with it, the name of 
Solomon Belais deserves mention. He en- 
tered the jewelry trade in 1850 at the age 
of 23. About 1860 he joined Marcus E. 
Harris, the firm becoming Belais & Harris. 
The business was carried on at 544 Broad- 
way, one door above Tiffany & Co. When 
the latter removed to Union Square in 
1870, Belais & Harris also moved, taking 
quarters in 15th St., next door. Mr. Harris 
died in 1897. When Tiffany & Co. left 
Union Square, Mr. Belais came down town, 
making his office with his sons. He is 83 
years of age.

When we speak of a metal being in a 
crystalline state, we almost invariably as- 
sociate that state with the idea of hard- 
ness. Even practical metallurgists enter- 
tain this notion, although, as a high author- 
ity has pointed out, in the pure ductile 
metals the crystalline state is actually the 
soft state. A large part of this softness is 
ascribed to the instability of the crystalline 
structure. When a metal is drawn into 
wire, its tenacity is enormously ncreased; 
that of iron four times, that of pure gold 
more than three times, and that of silver 
and copper still more. But investigation 
shows that metails that have been thus 
treated show a micro-structure in which 
deformed and broken-down crystals are im- 
bedded in a non-crystal’ine mass. In the 
process of hardening a metal, its crystalline 
structure is broken down, and it passes into 
the non-crystalline form.—Scientific Ameri-

Some Interesting Facts Upon the Cost 
of Selling Jewelry. 

Mason City, la., Dec. 7. 
ditor THE JEWELERS’ CrRCULAR-WEEKLY : 
| have before me the article “‘What Con- 

stitutes a Fair Profit,” by E. W. Frost, 
published in your issue of Nov. 23d. 

Unless the cost of doing business is 
much less in the eastern States that Mr. 
l‘rost has underestimated the cost of doing 
business, 1 find that it costs me over 25 
per cent. of my gross receipts to conduct 
my business. So, taking Mr. Frost’s illus- 
tration of an article costing $1 and sell- 
ing for $1.50 and deducting 25 per cent. as 
the cost for doing business it actually re- 
duces our actual price received to $1.12%, 
which reduces our net profit to 10 per cent. 

We will then find that we have not taken 
into consideration many things that ac- 
tually come out of the business which will 
reduce that small margin still more. Tak- 
ing the retail jeweler’s stock as a whole, 
| think he should make 66% per cent. profit 
as the smallest margin and 100 per cent. 
profit where possible. | am a strong ad- 
vocate of the “Fixed selling price,” and as 
secretary of the lowa Retail Jewelers’ As- 
sociation and manager and editor of the 
association organ, The Bulletin (the motto 
on the cover of which was “Boost 
Price Protected Goods’), | still believe in 
it, when the maker will put a price on, 
that will give the retail dealer a living 
profit. When he will not do so I sell some 
other line that will allow me that living 
profit. 

I have taken this matter up with several 
manufacturers, and they reply that they re- 
ferred the matter of selling price to a 
large number of retail jewelers and decided 
on the price as an average. It has occurred 
to me that possibly the cost of doing busi- 
ness in the east is much less than in the 
west and the retail jeweler of the east can 
do business at a profit on a smaller margin 
than we jewelers of the west. 

A certain clock manufacturer put out an 
alarm clock recently with a fixed price of 
$1.50. This clock sells to the trade, at least 
to me, at $1.10. Twenty-five per cent. of 
this $1.50, | got for the clock, went for 
the expense of doing business, bringing 
my actual receipts down to $1.12%. The 
clock cost me $1.10, so 1 receive the hand- 
some sum of 2% cents for my pleasure in 
acting as a delivery boy for this clock con- 
cern. Furthermore, | agree to warrant 
the clock for a year, so if it stops or any 
breakage occurs, | pay a man 25 cents 
per hour to repair this concern’s clock. In 
my opinion after 10 years careful consid- 
eration I cannot afford to sell cut glass on 
less than 75 to 100 per cent. profit. Ster- 
lingware, 66% to 75 per cent. profit; 
watches, 667% per cent.; plated jewelry, 100 
per cent.; silver plated flatware, 75 per 
cent, to 100 per cent.; brass goods, 100 per 
cent.; hand painted china, 75 to 100 per 
cent. 

So many business men do not know how 
to figure percentage and profit. They have 
an idea that an article with a retail price 
of $1 and subject to 40 per cent. discount 
to the trade is a 40 per cent. profit. For 
some, that may not fully understand this 


matter, | will add that an article costing 
$1 and selling for $1.50 is 50 per cent. 
profit, and in figuring the cost from tlie 
retail price would be subject to 33% per 
cent. discount. Watches costing $6 should 
sell for $10, which is 66% per cent. profit, 
and to find the cost from the retail selling 
price you would deduct 40 per cent. 

Many manufacturers have put their fixed 
selling price, subject to only 25 per cent. 
discount, which is not enough, for, as we 
stated, it cost me 25 per cent. of the selling 
price to do business, consequently I am 
selling their goods without a penny profit 
to me. 

I should like to hear from others in the 
trade on this subject, for if | am wrong 
in my views | will be glad to be put right. 
lf I am right then maybe we may have 
some influence on other manufacturers 
who, in trying to help us, will put their 
selling prices too low. | am,

Assets and Liabilities of Munford &

Schedules in bankruptcy of Munford & 
Galaway, 7 Maiden Lane, New York, 
against whom a petition in bankruptcy was 
entered recently, were filed last Wednesday 
in the United States District Court, New 
York.

Mr. Pulse fas waiting on a cus- 
tomer about 7 p. m., when he suddenly col- 
lapsed. The store was well filled with 
patrons and there was considerable excite- 
ment for a time. Mr. Pulse was picked up 
and rushed to a hospital. He regained con- 
sciousness there and complained of severe 
pains. Four surgeons who were working 
over him did everything to relieve him, 
but he did not rally under the treatment 
and sank steadily until his death. Mrs. 
Pulse and her two children, who had been 
summoned, with several intimate friends, 
were with the jeweler when he died. 

Mr. Pulse commenced business in Eau 
Claire, Wis., in 1896. In 1904 he disposed 
of his business there and moved to Lower 
Lake and later to Los Angeles. In 1905 he 
came to Oakland and in June of the same 
year commenced business, incorporating un- 
der the California laws, and doing business 
as the . C. Pulse Co. He had a large 
number of friends in addition to, many 
business acquaintances 

Deceased was a native of Germany, 46 
years of age, and came to this country 
when a young man 

The funeral was held from his residence 
Tuesday, Nov. 29. 








Max Zeisel, New Castle, Pa., Sues His 
Receiver in Bankruptcy for Caus- 
ing His Arrest. 

PittssurG, Pa., Dec. 9.—Max Zeisel, the 
New Castle jeweler. who filed papers in 
bankruptcy several weeks ago in the Federal 
Court here, has brought a suit in trespass 
against A. C. Ellis, receiver for the bank- 
rupt, asking for $20,000 damages because 
of proceedings instituted against Zcisel 
which caused him to be lodged in jail for 
several days. Zeisel was finally released on 
bail, but several days ago his counsel went 
into the United States Court and had the 
$3,000 bond quashed because of alleged ir 
regularities in the proceedings. Mr. Ellis, 
who is the secretary of the Credit Men’s 
Association of Pittsburg, has filed no de- 
fense to the suit, but at his office to-day 
it was stated that Mr. Ellis’s answer prob- 
ably would be in the form of other pro- 

ceedings against Zeisel. 

Zeisel will likely be up for a hearing in 
the bankruptcy proceedings next week, at 
which time the referee in bankruptcy, Will- 
iam R. Blair, it is expected, will examine 
him. Zeisel’s liabilities amount to $19,000, 
and, while he holds several properties, these 
are heavily encumbered with mortgages. 

As for the suit against Mr. Ellis, this 
will be fought, and the Credit Men’s As- 
sociation aver that it will insist on Mr. 
Zeisel explaining some of his business trans- 
actions. The petition which was filed al- 
leging that Mr. Zeisel caused stories to be 
circulated setting forth that he was robbed, 
in order to cover up a shrinkage of assets,

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MEMORANDUM ORDERS SOLICITED 
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Thieves Break Into East Pittsburg, Pa., 
Jewelry Store and Escape with 
$2,000 Worth of Stock. 
PirtspurG, Pa., Dec. 9—The store of 
John Yenny, 104 Braddock Ave., East Piits- 
urg, was robbed last week, by thieves, 
vho made good their escape, of jewelry 
valued at over $2,000. Mr. Yenny’s sons 
for two nights leit a package of jewelry 
in a drawer of one of the show cases, fail 
ing to lock it up in the safe, and when the 
thieves entered they made a good haul. 
Chief of County Detectives Henry Muth 
has had several men working on the case 
and has notified all Pittsburg piwnshops 
to be on the lookout for the stolen prop- 

erty. 

The following goods also were stolen: 
70 gem set rings, 12 plain gold wedding 
rings, 27 child’s signet rings, 18 gold brace- 
lets, 12 sterling silver pocket knives, 6 
sterling silver pencil holders, 6 gold lock- 
ets and 12 filled lockets. Mr. Yenny car 
ries a large stock, for he does a large mail 
order business and issues one of the hand- 
somest catalogues put out by any establish- 
ment doing that sort of business. 

The thieves gained access to the store 
by placing a barrel under a rear window 
and cutting out a small piece of glass from 
the pane, they were enabled to reach in and 
unbolt a door. Once inside, the thieves® 
went over all the stock in the cases, but 
only selected goods of small design—just 
what they could carry in their pockets 
The robbery was not discovered until 
Yenny opened for business in the morn- 
ing. 

Mr. Yenny opened in East Pittsburg 
three months ago, and it is reported as do- 
ing a very nice business, especially through 
his mail order department. He formerly 
was engaged in business at Braddock. On 
account of the approach of the holidays he 
has kept his store open until almost mid 
night, so that the theft is supposed to have 
occurred between 1 and 3 a. m. 

Mr. Yenny’s son reported to the county 
detectives that he had noticed a man loit- 
ering about the place the day before the 
robbery acting as though he was afraid to 
come in. He is described as being tall and 
in some respects answers the description 

of one of the trio at least who made way 
with the package of $8,000 diamonds from 
the establishment of William G. Spies, 
Steubenville, several weeks ago, as_ re- 
ported in THe JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR- 
WeEEKLy. Chief Muth says that there is 
a gang of “yegs” at Wheeling Junction, 
not far from Steubenville, and that they 
have been there for some time, but it is 
out of the state, just over the line, and 
he says it behooves the authorities there 
to raid them. He is satisfied that an or- 
ganized gang is working Pittsburg terri- 
tory—that is, within a radius of 50 miles 
of the city, and that Wheeling Junction is 
a rendezvous for some of the thieves. It 
is suggested that the West Virginia au- 
thorities put an end to the habitation of 
the gang at Wheeling Junction. 

In addition to the jewelry store rob- 
beries a dozen others have occurred in 
Pittsburg—that is, jewelry to the value of 
$3,500 has been stolen from various per- 
sons and some of it probably will find its 
way to pawnshops. The police are of the 








to pawnshops, this will be the beginning of 
the round-up of the thieves. The poiic« 
are watching for plunder, described as 
follows: Fleur-de-lis diamond brooch set 
with four diamonds about three-quarter 
carats and a lot of small diamonds valued 
at $1,100; two-stone diamond ring each 
tone % carat set in center with ruby 
142 carat and valued at $800; one large 
opal ring with diamond on either side,

lace set with 90 pearls, $300; lady’s gold 
necklace with corai pendant, $100; lady’s 
gold watch hunting case No. 65, Swiss 
movement No. 6405 or 6435; gold brace 
let set with diamonds 2% carat stones, 
$100; gold bracelet set with 10 turquoise, 
$100; lady’s solitaire diamond ring, bear 
ing inscription “W. W. V. to D. W. L 
1903,” $225, and several other articles ol 
less value. 

Chief Muth, in discussing the East Pitts- 
burg robbery with THe Jewerers’ Crircu- 
LAR-WEEKLY correspondent, said that he 
would advise jewelers everywhere in this 
district to be especially on their guard and 
to take no chances with the thieves work- 
ing this section, for he is confident that 
the numerous robberies which have oc- 
curred here are the work of an organized 
gang. The Pittsburg police are doing 
everything in their power to get the men. 








Government Ho'ds Up Jewelry Which 
Mrs. T. P. Shonts Failed to Declare 
to Customs Cfficers. 

Mrs. Theodore P. Shents, wife of the 
president of the Interborough Co., arrived 
last week on the North German Lloyd 
liner Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse and got 
into a controversy with the Customs off 
cers. She had been visiting her daughter 
in Europe and was met at the pier by her 
husband. She had not apparently paid 
much attention to the form of dec‘aration 
printed in black for returning residents of 
the United States, which told her that she 
must “declare all wearing apparel, jewelry 
and other articles, whether used or unused, 
on their persons, in their clothing or in 
their baggage, which have been obtained 
abroad, by purchase or otherwise, with the 
foreign cost or value of the same.” 

She had in one of her trunks a jewel case 
containing jewelry which a Deputy Surveyor 
estimated to be valued abroad at about 
$15,000, and it is claimed by the Customs 
authorities that in her dec'aration she made 
no mention of this. She made no effort 
to conceal the case, however. The in- 
spector who examined the trunk took the 
jewel case to the Deputy Surveyor, who 
questioned Mrs. Shonts in regard to the 
jewelry. Mrs. Shonts said that she had no 
intention of cheating the Government. In- 
cluded in the jewelry was a pearl neck- 
lace, a diamond necklace and a diamond 
pendant, ail of which she said she had ob- 
tained from a jeweler in Paris. She said 


that she supposed the stuff was not dutia- 
ble because she had exchanged it for other 
jewelry that had paid duty here when orig- 
inal'y imported or had been manufactured 
here. 

When asked for particulars she said that 
she had taken from New York, when she 


opinion that if some of the goods are taken 
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sailed to visit her daughter several months 
ago, about $30,000 worth of jewelry, which 

she had not registered at the Custom 
House before going abroad. She said that 
che had put this jewelry in the hands of 
a Parisian jeweler and that he had cred- 
ited it to her account. On this account, 
which had not been closed, she bought the 
jewelry that arrived with her last week. 

The Deputy Surveyor decided that under 
the circumstances he would not be justified 
in seizing the jewelry, but that he would 
send it to the public stores, to await the 
decision of the Co lector of the Port in re- 
gard to the matter. 

Mr. Shonts said that in failing to de- 
clare the jewelry that was seized Mrs. 
Shonts was laboring under the assumption 
that since she had traded these articles for 
the articles upon which the duty had once 
been paid she would not have to pay duty 
on the articles she got in exchange. 

Some years ago, he said, he bought three 
strings of pearls of a wholesale firm in 
Maiden Lane, the largest one of which cost 
$18,000. This he gave to his wife, while 
the two smaller strings he gave to his two 
daughters, and they cost about $30,900, if 
he remembered right'y. The largest string 
and one of the smaller ones his wife ex- 
changed in Paris. She did not get the full 
value of the pearls in exchange, for the 
receipt she had shows that there is still a 
credit due her. He preferred to have the 
articles taken to the Appraiser’s Stores 
rather than admit them under any question. 

Mrs. Shonts was reported ill last week, 
but her husband Monday met Surveyor 
Henry and Collector Loeb. 

In January, 1907, the residence of Mr. 
Shonts was invaded by Customs men under 
Collector Fowler. Another examination, 
conducted with the consent of Mr. and Mrs. 
Shonts, revealed about $1,500 worth of du- 
tiable wearing appare! on which no duty 
had been paid, and it was supposed that the 
duty was paid upon this by Mr. Shonts.

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New York Police Arrest Waiter Charged 
with Swindling Jewelers of Frank- 
fort-on-the-Main, Germany. 
Detectives from Police Headquarters last 
Wednesday arrested Ciriolo José de Elor 
duy, who is wanted in Munich on a charge 
of obtaining jewels valued at 142,600 marks 
($34,000) from a Court Frankfort-on-the- 
Main jeweler by means of a_ forged 
check. The jewels were taken Sept. 10, and 
on Sept. 12 Inspector Russell, of the New 
York Police Department, was notified by

cablegram of the occurrence, and a descrip- 
tion of the man wanted was furnished him. 

The alleged swindle of a Frankfort-on- 
the-Main jeweler, noted in THE JEWELERS’ 
CirCULAR-\WEEKLY Oct. 12, is claimed to 
have been carried out by two crooks, and 
the man who is said to have been working 
with de Elorduy is known to the police as 
Emil Becker. They paid a visit to ‘the 
German jeweler, Otto Koch, and told him 
that de Elorduy had a large deposit at 
a German bank at \Viesbaden, and gave tine 
jeweler a check on this bank, which later 
proved to be worthless. 

When they disappeared from Frankfoit- 
on-the-Main the German authorities were 
led to believe that they had come to this 
country, and the police of New York were 
asked to try and find them, and photo- 
graphs and descriptions of both men were 
sent to THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR-WEEKLY 
for publication. The two detectives who 
arrested de Elorduy learned that he was in 
New York, and about where to look for 
him. Last Wednesday afternoon when they 
were going uptown on a subway “local” 
one of the detectives noticed a man pre- 
paring to get off at Times Square. The 
man wore a long grey ulster, and as he left 
his seat he bundled it around him and 
turned up the collar. His actions aroused 
the suspicions of the detectives, who got a 
look at his face as he passed them. When 
he put on his gloves they saw that a finger- 
tail on the left hand was missing, and 
they were then certain that he was the 
man they were looking for, whereupon they 
arrested him. 

They went with him to his room at 234 
W. 81st St. and searched it. recovering 
about $10,000 worth of jewelry, so they 
stated. Then they took their prisoner to 
headquarters and locked him up. Thursday 
afternoon he was arraigned in the Magis- 
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trate’s Court in the Criminal Courts build- 

ing, and held for 48 hours to give the au- 

thorities opportunity to collect further evi- 
dence in the case. 

\When the prisoner was brought to court 
last Thursday he was accompanied by the 
two detectives who made the arrest, and 
one of them had an enormous pink circular 
which the German police had sent out de- 
scribing the man. When this was shown 
to the prisoner he admitted that he was the 
man, but claimed that he was an*American 
citizen, and had a wife and child living in 
San Francisco. He said that he was born 
in Mexico, and was an engineer, although 
he sometimes worked as a waiter. He said 
that he had been in New York for about 
three weeks having gone from Germany 
to Havana and from there to Mexico and 
thence to this city. 

While he was waiting arraignment a clip 
ping from a daily newspaper was shown 
him by a reporter of THE JEWELERS’ 
CiRCULAR-WEEKLY, who,asked him if he 
knew the man mentioned in the story of 
the alleged crime. He admitted that he 
was the one to whom the story referred. 

\nother clipping, which stated that his ar- 
rest came about through his picture having 
been seen in a jewelry trade paper after 
the German robbery, was also shown him, 
and he evinced considerable interest in re- 
gard to the statements. 

It appears, according to one newspaper, 
that the headwaiter of a large uptown res- 
taurant brought about the arrest. This 
headwaiter, according to the newspaper 
story, had previously befriended de Ejior- 
duy, and was surprised to meet him on 
Broadway two weeks,ago wearing a large 
quantity cf jewelry and seemingly very 
prosperous. The prisoner, according to the 
story, expressed a desire to meet some 
first-class jeweler who would buy some 

f the large diamonds which, he explained, 
he had purchased with money obtained 
from preperty in Mexico which had been 
left him. The headwaiter knew a man 
connected with jewelry house and ar- 
ranged an interview. In the meantime, the 
jeweler read of the German robbery in THE 
JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR-\WEEKLY, and == saw 
there a photograph of the Mexican, and 
through him the police were notified. 

\ccording t the reports from Frankfort- 
on-the-Main the two alleged crooks ob- 
tuined an introduction to Koch, the jeweler, 
through a friend. They looked over his 
wares and insisted upon seeing the best he 
had, after which de Elorduy picked out a 
diamond riviera set with 38 white stones, 
in platinum settings, which was valued at 
125,000 marks; a scarf pin, set with pink 
pearl, valued at 8,000 inarks; another white 
pearl, valued at 9,000 marks, and a woman’s 
diamond ring, valued at 6,300 marks. A 
check on the Bank of Wiesbaden was pre- 
sented in payment for the jewelry. When 
the check came back marked “no funds,” 
the Mexican and Becker, his pseudo secre- 
tary, were not to be found, 

In the Mexican’s room in this city the 
detectives say they found a check book on 
the bank on which the check was said to 
have been drawn. 

The photographs of de Elorduy and 
Becker, published Oct. 12 last, were fur-

Look Out for This Man and Woman 
Who Seek Loans on Jewelry. 

MorGan City, La., Dec, &—An old game 
that has been worked in various parts of 
the country was tried in this city by a man 
and woman recently. Jewelers in other sec- 
tions of the country are warned to be on 
the lookout for the pair, who are endeavor- 
ing to raise money on what they claim is 
very fine jewelry, but which has a vaiue 
inuch less than it appears to be worth at 
the first glance. 

This pair, who had been visiting this sec- 
tion for a few days called on the Lathrop- 
Bass Co., and telling a somewhat plausible 
hard-luck story of being short of cash, pro- 
duced a diamond brooch, which they offered 
to sell outright or put up for as collateral 
for a loan. This article appeared to be 
worth all that they claimed, but a close 
examination of the piece by the jewelry 
concern showed that the larger stones, set 
in platinum, were in reality white sapphires, 
while the smaller ones were diamonds. In 
speaking of the brooch, one member of the 
firm said that it was an unusually clever 
piece of work, and it would require a very 
close examination by a competent jeweler 
to discover how “trickily” it was made. To 
the ordinary man it would pass inspection. 

Word was received recently that the 
woman has succeeded in placing this with 
the president of a large sawmill in a town 
near Morgan City, and that this was done 
on the advice of a so-called gem expert. 

The pair, who were working this game, 
while seeking out jewelers, are not so anx- 
ious to deal. with them. as to get their en- 
dorsement as to the quality of the jewelry 
and get an introduction to some banker, or 
capitalist who will advanee money on it. 

It will be remembered that THE JEWELERS’ 
CIRCULAR-WEEKLY some time ago called at- 
tention to a pair who were working this 
game in the vicinity of Texas and the 
southwest, and through the articles in this 
paper they were taken into custody in a 
Texas city by the police. At that time, the 
man who was operating promised that he 
would quit such work in the future, al- 
though he claimed that it was not illegal.

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AMERICAN PEARL POINTERS 


RESH water pearls are found in the rivers of the United States, especially the. Mississippi and Ohio and their tribu- 
taries. They are found chiefly in the “mucket,” “washboard” and “nigger-head” mussels. A good many pearls are 
found in lakes and bayous, but are of poor quality and have a tendency to fade—an occasional good one is found 
in these waters, but not often. 

The most desirable shapes of pearls are round or ball, button or half-round, egg, capsule or ellipse, and to have a mar- 
ket value run in size from a turkey shot up—and no matter what the shape may be, they must be symmetrical, but the most 
important point is that of quality and luster. Dimples, sand grooves, lumps, dead bands, off colors or faded and lusterless 
skins detract very much from the value of the pearl. Odd shapes, no matter how fine the quality or brilliant they may be, are 
of little value. “Slugs,” “rosebuds,” “baroque,” “burr pearls,” etc., are names applied to irregular-shaped pearls not having a 
smooth, even surface, but a lumpy, knotty surface and any shape. One kind of pearl growth, being rough and lumpy, is at- 
tached to the shell and seems to grow on the shell like a wart—these have little or no value, but when left on the shell sell as 
specimens. 

Sometimes on account of an irregularity in shape or defect in the pearl it wears through the mantle in which it is 
formed and becomes attached to the shell, and frequently is covered over entirely with shell material—these may be removed 
by one who understands it, and occasionally a very fine pearl is found in this way. The same is true of slugs or baroques. 
Don’t attempt to work on a pear! or slug unless you know h w to do it, as it is very easy to spoil a fine pearl, and no amount 
of work can restore it after once ruined, even when one knows how—it is not always advisable to try improving the pearl 
as it may become worse. 

The pearl, like the diamond or any other precious stone, is a luxury, and not a necessity. Any serious defect in it 
greatly lessens its value. The great number of poor and defective fresh water pearls found and thrown on the market has 
a tendency to cheapen all fresh water pearls. ‘ 

The prices paid for pearls vary as to the value of the pearl, the experience of the buyer and the demand for different 
kinds of pearls. Don’t fall out with a buyer if he can’t pay you as much as you think you ought to get. Different buyers 
may want different kinds of pearls, and buyers’ judgments differ. Sometimes when a pearl is just found, all parties get 
excited and it is valued much higher than it should be ’ 

It is not necessary to wrap a pearl so much; a clean piece of paper with a little cotton is all right—poor pearls and slugs 
can be put in any kind of a box and carried without injury. Don’t send your poor, trashy stuff to a buyer in order to find 
out what kind of a buyer he is—it might be money in your pocket to throw it away and send him your good pieces at once— 
or, better yet, send him all, keeping each piece separate and numbering, so you can tell them apart.

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Jacob Patteck and Isidore Berman, 
Manufacturing Jewelers of New 
York, Held for Trial on Charge 
of Violating Gold Stamp- 
ing Law. 

Jacob Patteck and Isidore Berman, who 
ire in the manufacturing jewelry business 
under the firm style of Patteck & Berman 
at 168% De'ancey St., New York, were ar- 
raigned last Thursday before Magistrate 
Steiner in the Tombs Police Court on a 
charge of having violated section 431 of the 
penal laws of New York State. This law 
makes it a misdemeanor to make or sell 
jewelry which is marked as being of a cer- 
tain karat fineness and which is in fact less 
by more than one karat in fineness than 
the mark which it bears. After a lengthy 
hearing, in which attorneys representing 
the defendants made a hard fight for their 
clients, the magistrate held each of the men 

for trial in $100 bail. 

Isidore Koppleman, a jeweler, is the com- 
painant in this case, and he was the first 
witness called by Assistant District Attor- 
ney Stryker. He testified that he had 
known the defendants for about two years 
and that he had visited their place of busi- 
ness. He said that on March 29, 1910, Mr. 
Patteck, whom he pointed out to the court, 
came to his place of business and asked 
him to buy some bracelets, and that he had 
bought several. District -Attorney Stryker 
then showed him a bill, which he identified 
as the one which he had received at the 
time he had purchased the bracelets. The 
bill was offered in evidence. The witness 
said that he had the bracelets on display 
in his; show window for a time and then 
placed them in his safe, and on Nov. 2 took 
one of the bracelets to the Assay Office, 30 
Wall St., New York, and handed it over 
to Mr. Cumings, an assayer. 

The witness was next shown a piece of 
a bracelet, which he identified as a part of 
the one taken to the Assay Office. The 
attorney for the defendants demanded the 
production of the original bracelet and 
argued this point before the court for some 
time. Finally Assistant District Attorney 
Stryker succeeded in getting the piece of 
bracelet in evidence and it was placed in an 
envelope and marked. The attention of 
the court was called to the mavk, “P. & B.,” 
on the piece of the bracelet and the magis- 
trate took it and made a personal examina- 
tion. Assistant District Attorney Stryker 
then started in to estab'ish the identity of 
the two defendants as members of the firm, 
but this point was conceded by the attor- 
neys for the manufacturing jewele-s. Be- 
fore the examination by the prosecution’s 
attorney was concluded he brought out the 
fact that the witness was accompanied to 
the Assay Office by a Mr. Singer. 

The next witness called for the State was 
Mr. Cumings, chief assayer of the United 
States Assay Office. Mr. Cumings testi- 
fied that he had been an assayer for a long 
term of years, and when shown a portion 
of the bracelet, which had already been of- 
fered in evidence, he identified it as a part 
of the original bracelet brought to him by 
the complainant. He testified that an assay 
was made of the bracelet, which showed 
that is was only 9.33 karats fine instead of 
14 karats gold, as it was marked. Again 
the attorneys for the defendants demanded 


a production in court of the bracelet on 
which the charges are based. After placing 
before the court his chain of evidence the 
assistant district attorney closed his case. 
The cross-examination by the defense 
brought out an admission from Koppleman 
that he was a retai: jeweler and that al- 
though he had a touchstone in h‘s place of 
business at the time that he purchased the 
bracelets he made no test as to the quality 
of the gold they contained. He explained 
this by saying that he depenJed upon the 
representation of the concern from which 
he purchased the goods. He admitted that 
he was a defendant in the Issex Market 
Court on a similar charge and that he had 
taken the bracelet to the Assay Office after 
he had been arrested on the charge brought 
against him. He was then questioned to 
learn if an agreement existed between him- 
self and Assistant District Attorney Stryker 
by which sentence was to be suspended if 
the defendants, Patteck & Berman, were con- 
victed. He denied any such agreement. He 
seemed somewhat muddled as to the exact 
number of bracelets which he purchased 
from Patteck & Berman, and said he could 
not remember, but that the bill which was 
given him was correct. ‘The attorneys for 
the defendants then questioned him in re- 
gard to a pawnbroker, but he denied that 
he had ever pawned any of the bracelets 
and said that he had had no transacticns 
with the man in question. He admitted 


.that he had made an affidavit on which the 


complaint was based, but his memory failed 
him as to the number of brace’ets men- 
tioned in the affidavit. 

Attorney White, in demanding that the 
prosecution produce in court the bracelet 
on which the charges were based, argued 
that the objection raised the question as to 
whether the district attorney could take to 
the Assay Office an article which he claimed 
was purchased from the defendants and 
then come into court and produce the resi- 
due of the bracelet as evidence. He argued 
that the defendants had no chance to pro- 
tect themselves in the assay and no means 
of establishing whether the assay was cor- 
rect or not. He asked the court if it was 
fair to the defendants that his clients 
should be branded with the badge of a 
criminal without having any opportunity to 
protect themselyes, and asked if the people 
could be allowed to destroy the evidence 
in the case and then come into court and 
build their chain of evidence on such 
ground as submitted. 

He argued that the complainant in this 
case made no attempt to make an analys’s 
or to determine the fineness of gold in the 
bracelet in question, although he had in his 
place of business a stone for that purpose 
and that it was the custom in the trade to 
make such tests. He pointed out that no 
complaint was made to the defendants and 
that the complainant did not return to Pat- 
teck & Berman and point out that the 
goods were as alleged in the complaint. 

Counsel then took up section 431 of the 
penal law, on which the ccmplaint is based, 
and pointed out to the court the wording 
of that part of it which states “constructed 
in whole or in part.” He argued that it 
was not the intention of the statute that the 
article should be melted up in order to de- 
termine the percentage of go'd, but that it 
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is as the thing as constructed, and the test 
should be made on the bracelet as con- 
structed. He argued that the fair way to 
establish the case was to bring the original 
bracelet into court and there and then make 
the test in the presence of the defendants 
or their representatives. This, he argued, 
would give them an opportunity to have an 
expert of their own present and would en- 
able the court to see that the test was hon- 
estly made. He argued that no proof had 
been established that the bracelet submitted 
by the complainant, Koppleman, to the As- 
say Office was the original bracelet pur- 
chased from his clients, and pointed out to 
the court how easy it would be to cut the 
snap from one of the Patteck & Berman 
bracelets and so'der it to another bracelet 
and then take that one to the Assay Office 
to be tested. His argument that the com- 
plainant had ample opportunity to work 
by unfair means was self-evident, and again 
urged the court that the original bracelet 
should be produced in evidence or the case 
d-smissed. 

The defense then took up the cross-ex- 
amination of the assayer and quoted the 
dictionary definition of the word “assay,” 
which stated “an examination by blow- 
pipe, tcuchstone, etc.” The witness said 
that that definition was not an accurate 
elucidation of the scientific analysis of an 
article. The questions were then directed 
to bring out evidence which would show 
that the touchstone was the ancient and 
established method by which jewelry is 
tested and that jewelers do not take their 
wares to the United States Assay Office 
for such purposes. 

The witness, Cumings, ccntroverted this 
line of argument by stating that many 
houses in New York submitted jewe:ry for 
analysis at the Assay Office in order to es- 
tablish its genuineness. The questions then 
led into a discussion as to the use of the 
touchstone and the needles, and a lively tilt 
ensued when the attorney examining the 
assayer said certain things which did not 
meet with the approval of the court. The 
witness, who was unperturbed by the ques- 
tioning of the attorney for the defendants, 
maintained that the stone test was not an 
accurate assay and he could not be shaken 
from his position. When asked to describe 
the process of making an assay of the 
bracelet in question he went into a careful 
and lucid explanation of the various steps 
taken to determine the amount of gold in 
the bracelet, and showed by his explana- 
tion that he was entirely famiiar with the 
process in qucstion. 

Attorney Youngentob, who also appeared 
for the defense, then took up the examina- 
tion of the assayer, and, holding in his 
hand a watch, asked the witness if he 
meant to tell the court that the watch 
would have to be tested by being melted 
in order to determine the amount of gold 
in the cases. The witness stated that the 
only way to obtain an accurate test was 
to either melt the entire case or to cut out 
a portion of the case and make the test of 
that piece. He again reiterated that it 
would be possible to get a rough test by 
use of the touchstone, but that this test 
was not an accurate one. Questions in re- 
gard to the composition of alloys failed to 
confttse the witness in any way. He an- 
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swered all questions asked of him care- 
ully and concisely. 

Before closing the case the attorneys for 
the defense argued that if the touchstone 
was a reasonably accurate test of the qual- 
ity of gold contained in an article surely an 
article containing only about nine karats of 
gold which was marked as 14 karats fine 
could be tested in court and the differenc« 
detected at once. He put strong empliasis on 
the statement that there was no way in the 
world to show that the bracelet tested by 
the Assay Office was the one purchased 
from Patteck & Berman, and argued that 
the court did not have ground on which to 
hold the defendants for trial. 

The court, however, !ooked at the matter 
in a different light and held the men in 
$100 bail. 


Myer J. Danie's, Cofumbus, O., Rein- 
dicted by Federal Grand Jury on 
Perjury Charge. 

Co_umsus, O., Dec. 12—Myer J. Dan- 
iels, who was indicted by the federal 
grand jury for perjury in conrection with 
testimony given before Refere> in Bink- 
ruptey Sinks, in examination on his bank- 
ruptcy case, was reindicated by the grand 
jury which reported to the court last 
Thursday. Daniels was arraigned in court 
for trial on one cccasion, but fought th 
indictment on a demurrer. Although he 


lost his point, the attorneys for the cred-- 


itors already had plans made for rein- 
dictment and proceeded with them. 

It is claimed that Daniels is concealing 
a part of his property and refuses to tell 


what has become of it.

December Meeting of the Retail Mer- 

chants’ Association of the Chamber 

of Commerce. 

WasHInNcTON, D. C., Dec. 7.—At the reg- 
ular monthly meeting of the Retail Mer- 
chants’ Association of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, held in the latter’s rooms at 12th 
and F Sts., N. W., a resolution was pre- 
sented by T, C. Dulin to request the mem- 
bers to refrain from beginning their late 
closing hours of the holiday season until 
Monday, Dec, 19. This was, however, ob- 
jectionable to the jeweler members, some 
of whom keep open Saturday evenings ex- 
cept during the Summer months, and again, 
the 16th is the semi-monthly pay day of 
the Government clerks, and it was not 
deemed profitable to close their stores at 
the regular hour on either of these dates. 
The resolution was adopted as amended, 
and the proper notification of it or 
dered sent to all members. 

The chairman of the Credit Bureau Com- 
mittee reported that contributions were be- 
ing received for the inauguration of that 
bureau and that a detailed statement of 
these finances was being prepared for sub-. 
mission at the next meeting. 

An informal report was also received on 
“trade abuses,” which showed that the dis- 
continuance of the giving of trading stamps 
had not in any way hurt the business of 
those who formerly gave them to their 
customers. 

M. A. Leese and others spoke in support 
of the rule prohibiting the members from 
advertising in other than recognized me- 
diums or from buying tickets for excur- 
sions, fairs, dances and similar doubtful 
charitable schemes unless, in either case, 
they have the indorsement of the Executive 
Committee. This rule goes into effect 
early in January upon the completion of its 
90-day probationary period. 

The subject of the charges made by cer- 
tain individuals and firms in the District 
of Columbia who promote co-operative 
business schemes was discussed. The mat- 
ter was turned over to the Committee on 
Trade Abuses for action. 

Complaint was entered that the daily 
newspapers are accepting advertisements 
from merchants from other cities who come 
here and offer their wares at specified 
amounts which they claim is greatly below 
the charges made by the local dealers when, 
in fact, the merchants would not handle 
the article in question at any price on ac- 
count of its very poor quality. One in- 
stance can be cited where a firm used 
large space in the papers, advertising 
watches at $5.50, claiming that they could 
not be had elsewhere at less than from $15 
whereas the jewelers could sell 
them at a profit for $3.50. This is also 
true in cases of salesmen coming here with 
lines of silverware, who operate in the 
same manner, but taking a suite in some 
fashionable hotel for the display of their 
wares. 

It being stated that, owing to the fact that 
the local jewelers’ association was simply 
a subordinate body of the national asso- 
ciation it cannot be made a part of the 
Merchants’ Association as a whole, A. D. 
Prince, Charles A. Goldsmith and H. C. 
Bergheimer, comprising the Committee on 
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every possible means to obtain the applica- 
tions of all jewelers of the District of Co- 
lumbia as individuals regardless of their 
other affiliations. The meeting was then 
adjourned. 


Wicow of Fred A. Newe'l Does Not Ap- 
pear at Will Hearing—Decision 
Awaits Her Testimony. 

ProvipENCE, R. I., Dec. 9—The contest 
over the probating of the wil and codicil 
of the lace Fred A. Newell, of the Watson 
& Newell Co., Attleboro, which was filed 
in the Municipal Court in this city, reached 
an acute stage, Wednesday afternoon, when 
Judge Francello G, Jillson announced that 
he could give no decision until the widow 
had given her testimony. As Mrs. Newell 
is in New York, outside of the jurisdiction 
of this court, a commission will be appoint- 
ed to take her testimony. Questions pre- 
pared by the contestants and cross-inter- 
rogatives prepared by the proponents will 
be put to her. 

At the hearing, a week ago Wednesday, 
Harry C. Curtis, of counsel for the con- 
testants, filed an affidavit setting forth 
what they expected to prove in case Mrs. 
M. Alida Newell, the widow, should ap- 
pear upon the stand. When the case was 
resumed this week the proponents filed a 
counter-affidavit- by Mrs, Newell, in which 
she denied that any of the allegations made 
by Mr. Curtis were true, and stated that 
she would not testify as indicated by him. 

In view of the affidavit filed by Mr. Cur- 
tis, last week, the court ordered a subpoena 
issued for Mrs, Newell’s presence in court. 
The contestants stated, when court opened 
Wednesday morning, however, that they 
had been unable to discover her where- 
abouts. The proponents filed an affidavit 
from Dr, J. C. Rutherford, of this city, to 
the effect that Mrs. Newell was in a nerv- 
ous state, bordering on a breakdown, and 
was in no physical condition to withstand 
a lengthy examination. 

Among the interested listeners was 
Charles W. Cummings, who was appointed 
by the Superior Court of Bristol County, 
Mass., immediately after the death of Mr. 
Newell, as special administrator of his 
estate in that State. 

After some argument between the coun-

Death of John Baumer. 

Omana, Nebr., Dec. 10.—John Baumer, 
for years a prominent jeweler of Omaha, 
fell dead at 16th and Dodge Sts., Thursday 
morning while shaking hands with an old 
friend.

Mr. Baumer was born 70 years ago in 
Munster, Germany.

Retired Refiner of Newark, N. J., Com- 
mits Suicide After Shooting and 
Injuring His Wife. 

Newark, N. J., Dec. 12.—After shooting 
and seriously injuring his wife, yesterday 
Charles F. Croselmire, a retired gold and 
silver refiner of this city, killed himself 
with a bullet in his head and another in his 
heart, at his home, 14 South St. His wife 

may recover. 

According to police reports, Croselmire 
worried a great deal over property of an 
estate of which he was trustee and which 
the Pennsylvania Railroad had been trying 
to buy. He had been holding back. from a 
settlement in order to obtain as much as 
iossible from the estate. Several days ago 
he turned the trusteeship over to the Fi 
delity Trust Co. to effect the deal, trusting 
their judgment more than his own. 

Croselmire wrote on a note of ordinary 
paper before he attempted to kill his wife 
and himself. The note read as follows: 


“L couldn't stand it any longer.

Creditors File Bankruptcy Petition 


Against C. G. Derleth, East St. 
Louis, III. 

St. Louis, Mo., 
bankruptcy proceedings have been instituted 
in the United States Court for the Eastern 
District of Illinois, at Danville, against C. 
G. Derleth, 229 Collinsville Ave., East St. 
Louis. The petitioning creditors are the 
Kossuth Marx Jewelry Co. and William I. 
Rosenfeld, New York, and Rettig, Hess & 
Madsen, Chicago. Arnold C, Johnson, an 
East St. Louis attorney, has been appointed 
by Judge Wright to act as receiver and has 
taken charge of the business. Judge 
Wright, deeming that the interests of the 
creditors will be best served by keeping 
the store open until after the holidays, has 
ordered that the business be continued until 
further orders of the court. 

Mr. Derleth has been in business in East 
St. Louis for the past 20 years and has car- 
ried one of the most complete and attrac- 
tive stocks in the city. He ascribes his 
present embarrassment to the proclivity of 
East St. Louisans to buy their jewelry 
across the river in St. Louis. It has been 
known for some time that Mr. Derleth was 
facing difficulties. Recently an effort was 
made to compromise with creditors, first on 
the basis of 25 per cent. and then 30 per 
cent., and most of them were willing to ac- 
cept settlements on that basis, but some 
dissented, and it became necessary to 
throw the business into bankruptcy. Sev- 
eral St. Louis manufacturers and jobbers 
are heavy creditors, of Derleth. 

The failure of Derleth is the third that 
has occurred within a year, all claimed to 
be due to the same tendency of East St. 
Louisans to do most of their trading in St. 
Louis. In consequence the East St. Louis 
Retail Merchants’ Association has inaugu- 
rated a trade-at-home movement to combat 
St. Louis competition. 

Receiver Johnson says the liabilities are 
about $45,000 and the assets about $10,000, 
but Mr. Derleth says the liabilities are $41,- 
000 and the assets $25,000. Still other esti- 
mates put the assets at $17,500. Mr. Der- 
leth says he still hopes that an adjustment 
can be reached that will enable him to con- 
tinue in business.

All the jewelers on Genesee St. report brisk 
business, and the Main St. and William St. jew- 
elers are optimistic over the present conditions. 

The Elgin manufacturers have had their 
representatives in town. 

Mr, and Mrs. C. A. Schopp, of the 
Schopp Mfg. Co., have returned from a trip 
in the-east. Mr. Schopp reports jewelry 
conditions al! ‘good throughout the terri- 
tory in which he traveled. 

King & Eisele report excellent trade from 
all the surrounding towns. Jewelers are 
optimistic in regard to the brisk trade 
which seems to be as universal in the sub- 
urban towns as in the city proper. 

Questionable methods of advertising is 
a subject that is being threshed out by the 
Buffalo Retail Jewelers’ Association, and 
it is expected that concentrated action dur- 
ing the convention period will bring about 
far-reaching results. Various plans and 
many methods of advertising were discussed 

the last meeing of the Buffalo Retail 
yewelers’ Association at the Genesee Hotel. 
Because of the activity of the Christmas 
trade, and the fact that many of the jew- 
elry stores are open in the evening, there 
was not as large an attendance as usual. 

Wholesale jewelers are interested in the

There have 
been so many requests from young peo- 
ple who wanted instruction in the art of 
ring designing, copper and brass work, 
that the class was opened at the beginning 
of the month, and the registration has 
been large. Hammered brass _ novelties 
and metal carving show some really meri- 
torious work is being accomplished by the 
students, most of whom are designing some 
Christmas gifts, 

Plans are being made for the convention 
of the New York State Retail Jewelers’ 
Association, scheduled for Buffalo, this 
year, and the Winter’s business has brought 
to light many subjects which will be en- 
ergetically discussed. The most important 
subject which is being taiked of just at 
present among the jewelers is the effort 
on the part of the big department stores 
to cut prices on watches and diamonds be- 
low the prices charged by the retail jew- 
elers. It is the consensus of opinion among 
the jewelers that before another season of 
Christmas selling comes around active 
measures will be taken for their protec- 
tion, 

The December meeting of the Buffalo

of the country it would seem that every 


merchant in the jewelry trade who is pos- 


sessed with even moderate common sense 
would see to it that all ordinary precautions 
are taken to prevent robberies at his store; 
at least, that he would do nothing to invite 
the visit of a crook or robber, or advertise 
the fact tuat he is an easy victim. Never- 
theless, despite the many warnings which 
have been given to the trade by this journal 
and the Jewelers Security Alliance against 
the use on the outside of doors of strap 
handles, staples and padlocks, or other de- 
vices by which the door can be fastened 
from the street, jewelers continue to leave 
them on the and the reports of the 
robberies of such stores continue to come 
to the trade and daily press constantly. 

The robbery of a Cleveland jewelry store, 
noted last week, where the thieves fastened 
the door, smashed the window and got 
away with about $500 worth of stock while 
the proprietor and clerks were helpless to 
prevent it, and unable to get out of the 
establishment, is but one of many such 
robberies that have occurred in the past 
few weeks. The majority of such thefts have 
heen given little or no prominence by the 
newspapers or the police, because in most 
cases, the jewelers who permit themselves 
to be robbed in this way are small and un- 
cnterprising merchants, with little stock, 
and the loot gathered by the robber is so 
small as to be considered unimportant from 
the news standpoint, though important to 
the man who is robbed. 

Can the jeweler not see that when he per- 
mits a staple or strap handle to appear on the 
outside of his door he invites every passing 
crook to drop a bar through the loops and 
loot the store, while it also notifies the rob- 
ber that the jeweler either lacks enterprise 
or is too lazy to leok after his own inter- 
est? Is not the jeweler’s carelessness in 
such matters a menace to his community, 
inasmuch as he practically tempts weak 
minds to commit a crime? In the interest 
of the community the authorities might be 
justified in taking steps to punish a mer- 
chant who is so careless of his own protec- 
tion that he practically invites thieves to 
rob him.

Gold. properly indicated 
by the amnount of gold used in the manu- 
facture of various lines which come into 
our industry, then an excellent barometer 
of the trade will be the statistics of the 
gold sold to the industry by the New York 
\ssay Office, which are published in these 


columns from week to week. While th‘s 
does not include all gold used by manu- 
facturers, the returns of the New York 


\ssay Office show the bulk of the gold 
used and reflect the increase and decrease 
in the demand all! over the country. 
Reports of the Assay Office for the 
month of November show sales of gold for 
use in the arts aggregating $2,805,830, 
which sum compares favorably with the 
figures of corresponding months of both 
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last year and 1908, when the figures were 

$2,508,153 and $2,023,797, respectively. This 


is next to the highest figure of any month 
of the present year, so far, except October, 
which month generally shows the maxi- 
mum sales of the year. As previously 
pointed out in these columns, the amount 
of gold sold to jewelers during 1910 has 
exceeded that of the two previous years 
for each month so far, and what 1s more, 
the total for the 11 months of 1910 shows 
a distinct increase over the total for the 
entire years of 1909 and 1908, the amount 
$26,389,794 being 17'/1. per cent. above the 
entire 12 months of last year, and gain 
of 50 per cent. over the total of the year 
1908. 

The following table shows the complete 
figures of the sale of gold sold during 
each month during the past three years.

retary of the 
Creasury Mac- 
Veagh deals extensively with frauds in the 
customs and talks plainly on the subject 
of smuggling by tourists. He takes the 
vround that unless importations by pas- 
sengers can be made honest and unless the 
customs service can prevent this con- 
spicious class of smuggling, it will be ab- 
solutely hopeless to attempt to put the 
rest of the business which passes through 
the Custom House upon a proper plane. 
in speaking of the conditions that existed 
in the past, the secretary savs: 

It was not simply that actual tourists were vio- 
lating the law, but the irregularities of the service 
on the passenger docks and the example set by 
those tourists had made the Atlantic steamships 
open runways for professional smuggling. This 
whole situation had become demoralized and was 
deteriorating the entire customs service in New 
York and more or less everywhere else. 


creasing. 


Genuine passengers and professional smugglers 
under the guise of genuine pasengers were not 
only smuggling by means of fa'’se declarations, 


but they were bribing the officers. The situation 
was as bad, both morally and as a business propo- 
sition, as it could possibly be. Cheating the Gov- 
ernment, making false statements and _ bribing 
officials was regarded as a joke. 

Meanwhile, the notoriety of this corruption and 
its association with people holding good positions 
in the community did as much as any cause to 
produce the widespread dishonesty in dealing with 
the Government and the widespread corruption of 
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the men upon whom the Government had to rel 

So entirely oblivious were large numbers of ou 
tourists to the moral considerations involved in 
these crimes that the attempt of the Government 
to reform the service and make it honorable and 
useful met with criticism and presentment exact 
as if the Government and not the smugglers wer: 
committing the crimes. Of all the persons found 
out in smuggling or undervaluing, tourists are t! 
only ones who have sought to excuse themselves. 

However, his report goes on to show 
that by the improvement in the custom: 
service and the work of the department 
not only is smuggling by tourists decreas 
ing to a great extent, but travelers ar 
beginning to realize the indefensibleness ot 
smuggling, its rank dishonesty and the bad 
example it sets. He also shows by statis- 
tics that the attempts to smuggle by pas- 
sengers have greatly decreased, the annua! 
collection from passengers at New York 
being about four times as much as was 
ever paid in days gone by. The percent- 
age of increase is equally large at the Port 
of Boston. This collection of duties from 
passengers, he shows, jumped from $470,- 
VUU a year to over $1,800,000 a year. 

Professional smuggling, says the secre- 
tary, has also greatly decreased.

to Trading trading stamps 

Stamps. and their use 
has not been made as frequently in the 
jewelry trade as in years gone by, never- 
theless merchants in this line, as well as in 
others, will watch with interest the out- 
come of the action brought against two 
Harrisburg, Pa., department stores to re- 
cover liquidated damages, amounting to 
$45,000, beéause of alleged violations of an 
agreeinent not to issue trading stamps to 
customers. More than six years ago, when 
the agitation against trading stamps was 
at its height, about two dozen concerns of 
Harrisburg, which included the largest 
stores and even some of the newspapers, 
entered into an agreement, by which they 
agreed not to use trading stamps. Under 
the contract, every subscriber was liable to 
pay a forfeit of $1,000 to the contracting 
parties for every violation. About a month 
ago One of the largest stamp companies 
began active work in Harrisburg, with the 
result that some of the merchants used 
their product? Three concerns who did so 
and who were parties to the old agree- 
ment, have now been sued for the penalty 
provided, and it is said that they will vig- 
orously contest the action, while the anti- 
trading stamp element will as vigorously 
press it. 

What lends further interest to the con- 
troversy is the fact that in a similar ac- 
tion the Berks County Court of the same 
State, a few years ago, decided against 
the users of the trading stamps.

Just as he 
reached the hall, he said, the two Italians 
attacked him. 

Two shares of the capital stock of Tif- 
fany & Co. brought $5,700 each at the week- 
ly auction of securities in the exchange 
salesroom on Vesey St. last week. This is 
the first opportunity offered for a number 
of years of arriving at the approximate 
worth of the big Fifth Ave. jewelry house. 
The concern was incorporated in 1864 and 
is capitalized at $2,400,000. The par value 
of the stock is $1,000 a share. Tiffany & 
Co. do not make a public statement of 
assets and liabilities. Although a chartered 
corporation the company has always been 
conducted with as little publicity as if it 
had been a co-partnership. 

According to an announcement made 
Monday by Collector Loeb, the final settle- 
ment has been reached in the case of Mrs. 
Ada F. C. Adriance, wife of I. Reynolds 
Adriance, the harvest machine manufac- 
turer of Poughkeepsie, N. Y.. who was 
convicted in October of smuggling in a 
$6,000 pearl necklace. She has now paid 
the Government $12,063 additional to the 
fine of $5,000, and her personal effects 
seized on her return from abroad, Aug. 28, 
have been returned to her, her attempt to 
cheat the customs costing her in all about 
$17,063 in fines and penalties in addition 






to the disgrace of a conviction on the 
smugg.ing charge 

The creditors of Max Millman are noti- 
fied that the bankrupt, who was formerly 
a jewelry salesman, has filed a petition ask- 
ing for a discharge from all his debts in 
bankruptcy and that a hearing will be held 
upon -the petition before the United States 
District Court Judges in the Court House 
in the Federal building, Monday, Jan. 9, at 
11.30 a. M., at which time an opportunity 
will he given to the creditors to show cause, 
if any, why a discharge in bankruptcy 
should not be granted the petitioner and a 
chance will also be afforded to examine the 
bankrupt. Mr. Millman filed a voluntary 
petition in bankruptcy in October, naming 
liabilities of $16,856, of which $7,351 was 
unsecured. 

Henry J. Duveen, head of the local 
branch of Duveen Bros., art dealers, of 
New York, London and Paris, sailed for 
Europe on the Mauretania recently after 
substituting $75,000 cash bail for the bond 
furnished by a surety company. The bail 
bond was desired to guarantee the appear- 
ance of Mr. Duveen, against whose concern 
charges of defrauding the Government on 
undervaluation of goods entered at this 
port. It is estimated that the amount will 
reach $5,000,000. The Government experts 
now es:imate the art objects seized at the 
Duveen establishment on Fifth Ave. at more 
than $600,000. It is reported that the con- 
cern is ready to settle the suit by paying the 
duty the Government may demand if the 
Government will drop the criminal prosecu- 
tions. It is understood that at a conference 
of Government authorities it was decided 
that the criminal cases must be tried. 

Arthur Gangel, who reached this city re- 
cently on the steamship Cedric, had $800 
worth of precious stones in his possession, 
which were seized by the Customs author- 
ities because he failed to declare them. The 
man, who said he was a jeweler and in- 
tends to open a s‘ore in this city, had some 
unpleasant experiences last October, when 
he entered the port of Boston and refused 
to pay duty on about $1,000 worth of 
precious stones. He ordered the goods to 
be sent in bond to New York and then 
took the jewelry back with him to Europe. 
Part of the goods, he says, he sold while 
abroad and the balance he brought back 
with him a few days ago. He did not 
specify the va'ue of the diamonds in his 
declaration, but when questioned by Gov- 
ernment officials, they claim, said the goods 
were worth $40. When he appeared be- 
fore Special Deputy Surveyor Smyth he 
asserted that he had told the Customs off- 
cers that his belongings were valued at 
$540, and that the latter had made an error. 
He admitted, however, that the whole 
value was nearer $800 than $540. Some 
of the urset stones were found in the pos- 
session of his son, who returned on the 
same boat. The jewelry was ordered 
seized. 

At a business meeting of the Fifth Ave- 
nue Association last week plans were dis- 
cussed for protecting persons crossing that 
busy avenue, and for relieving vehicular 
raffc. It was suggested that pedestrian 
subways at 14th St., 23d St., 34th St. and 
42d St. be constructed. A number of Fifth

An interesting Mosaic containing 30,000 
pieces, representing the Lord’s Supper, is 
on exhibition at the Fifth Ave. establish- 
ment of the Gorham Co. The coloring is 
finely executed, and the whole piece is most 
artistically produced. 

The L. E. Waterman Co. bowling team 
in the Stationers’ Bowling League of this 
city is at present at the head of the league, 
having won 10 games and lost only two. 
The percentage of the team is 833. The 
Aikin, Lambert Co. team is fifth, having 
won six and lost six games. 

The December Bulletin of the Mer- 
chants’ Association of New York, which 
has just been issued, contains articles on 
the part taken by the association in the 
settlement of the recent express strike, on 
the proposed new subways, the business 
man’s view of currency reform, location 
of mail boxes and other articles of gen- 
eral interest. 

The jewelry store of H. Popper & Son, 
Prospect Ave., Bronx, was entered recently 
and the entire stock, except the clocks and 
spectacles, packed in a box. The burglars 
were evidently frightened away, as none 
of these goods, with the exception of a 
pearl handled revolver which lay on the 
counter, was taken. Numerous other rob- 
beries are reported to have occurred in the 
immediate neighborhood at the same time. 

Frederick Keim, 258 Fifth Ave., is of- 
fering a reward of $200 for the return of 
a pearl necklace, containing 91 pearls and 


a diamond clasp, which disappeared on 
Dec. 1 or 2. It is not known just how the 
necklace disappeared, but it is not believed 
that it was stolen. Mr. Keim said that the 
advertisement was inserted for a customer, 
as is the custom in the trade. The loss has 
not been reported to the police, because 
there are no clues as to how it occurred. 

A retail grocer in Pittsburg, Pa., ar- 
rived last Thursday ‘in the second cabin 
of the North German Lloyd liner Princess 
Irene. The customs officials had been told 
that the man would probably bring in 
about $2,000 worth of jewelry. Acting 
Deputy Surveyor Harris found that the 
man had no jewelry except a large assort- 
ment of rings, all on his fingers, but in 
a satchel he says he found a bill of sale 
for rings, bracelets, brooches and trinkets. 
The woman who accompanied the man 
said she had no jewelry, but was searched 
without results. The jewelry was worth 
about $500 and was seized. 

A man who is said to be Franz Weber, 
who lives with his wife in Astoria, and 
Benjamin Lotterer, who says he lives on 
13th St., New York, were arrested last 
week by United States secret service agents 
on a charge of counterfeiting. They are 
echarged with making $5 and $10 gold 
coins that are perfect in size but short in 
the amount of gold. Both prisoners stout- 
ly deny the charges made against them, 
and the moulds, steel bowls, etc., confis- 
cated by the government agents are 
claimed to have been used by Mr. Weber 
when he was employed as an assayer in a 
large mining concern in the west. 

The Treasury Department, through Col- 
lector Loeb, last Thursday gave Tiffany & 
Co. a check for $1,910, the amount of in- 
terest which the firm paid the collector 
during litigation for the duty on a $25,000 
pearl necklace imported for M. Guggen- 
heim four years ago. When the pearls 
were imported unstrung a duty of 10 per 
cent. was assessed by the collector at the 
port of New York, but this was later re- 
liquidated and a demand made for 50 per 
cent, additional duty on the ground that 
the pearls composed a necklace and had 
been so arranged. The importers, after 
the payment of additional duty, won a de- 
cision in the lower courts. The Govern- 
ment carried the case to the highest courts, 
hoping for a reversal of the decision. Tif- 
fany & Co. were finally successful in win- 
ning the case. 

Robert Chauemut, a Paris diamond deal- 
er, arrived on the American liner Phila- 
delphia, Sunday night, and received con- 
siderable attention at the hands of the 
Customs authorities before he was allowed 
to land, but no undeclared dutiable goods 
of any kind were found in his possession. 
The government received word that the 
famous Hope diamond was to be cut into 
smaller gems and special agents have been 
on the watch in Paris, London and Am- 
sterdam and other cities to prevent a pos- 
sible attempt to smuggle into this country 
any portion of the gem. Consequently the 
baggage of all jewelry dealers from Paris 
have been examined more carefully than 
usual. Mr. Chauemut said that he was 
over here on business to negotiate for the 
sale of some gems. 

At the regular monthly meeting of the 
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directors of the Jewelers Board of Trade 
held Thursday, 17 firms were unammousl) 
elected to membership in the board, as fol- 
lows: Albert Bros., Cincinnati, O.; Bau- 
man-Massa Jewelry Co., St. Louis, Mo.;

An involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
was filed Dec. 6 against the Manhattan 
Clock Co., 687 Eleventh Ave., by the Wm. 
L. Gilbert Clock Co., $319; Geo. A. Erken- 
bach Co., $125; Levett Mfg. Co., $148. It 
is alleged in the petition that the company 
is insolvent, made preferential payments of 
$500 and transferred merchandise and’ ac- 
counts to the amount of $2,000. The lia- 
bilities are put down as being $4,500 and 
the assets $3,750, consisting of machinery, 
$2,500; stock, $1,000, and accounts, $250. 
The Manhattan Clock Co. was incorpor- 
ated on Aug. 16, 1909, with a capital stock 
of $10,000, and Louis Weil was president 
up to last Spring. He then went into’ an- 
other business, which did not prove to be 
a success. He received a discharge from 
bankruptcy Noy. 21. Judge Hand appoint- 
ed Moses Ely as receiver. 


Dr. George H. Kunz, gem expert and 
vice-president of Tiffany & Co., gave an 
illustrated lecture Friday night before the 
National Arts Club, 119 E. 19th St. on 
“Precious Stones and Their Manipula- 
tion.” He first described briefly the dif- 
ferent kinds of gems and where they are 
found, and then outlined the history of the 
use and cutting of gems from ancient 
times. The lantern slides were numerous 
and were accompanied by a running talk 
describing each. The lecture contained 
much general information in regard to 
gems. Dr. Kunz also gave the members of 
the club some practical suggestions as to 
the making of art jewelry and the best 
gems to be used for such purposes. He 
urged his listeners to be original in the 
designs they executed, and pointed out. that 
they should strive to get away from me- 
chanical effects in their work. He men- 
tioned Henry D. Morse, of Philadelphia, 
as one who taught himself to cut diamonds. 
The lecturer took up the development of 
the gem-cutters’ art, and the lantern slides 
showed the different steps taken in the 
progress of gem-cutting and in their deco- 
rative use. He spoke of Chinese jade, the 
rubies of Burma, the early use of amber 
beads and cameos, the work of American 
Indians in gem-cutting and polishing, and 
the agate works at Idar, Germany. Slides 
showing the Cullinan diamond and other 
famous stones were accompanied by a de- 
scription of the stones and the incidents

The United States Court of Customs Ap- 
peals, which held a four day session in the 
Brooklyn Post Office building last week, 
heard argument on the appeal by Wolff & 
Co. against the United States, involving the 
classification of jewelry. Albert H. Wash- 
burn, of the law firm of Comstock & Wash- 
burn, appeared for the firm, and Charles D. 
Baker appeared for the Department. 

An adjourned meeting of the creditors of 
Rudolph Noel & Co., against whom a peti- 
tion in bankruptcy was filed some time ago, 
was held Monday afternoon before Referee 
in Bankruptcy Willis, 80 Wall St. A 
brother of Rudolph Noel, who was as- 
sociated in the business, was examined. He 
stated that he does not know where Ru- 
dolph Noel is and has heard nothing from 
him. He was examined at some length in 
regard to a picture and amusement show 
in which the Noels have been interested. 

Collector Loeb has ordered the sale at 
public auction to-day of 562 lots of mer 
chandise taken from smugglers to this port. 
Most of the things are small articles of 
fewelry, some of which are of considerable 
value. Among the jewelry lots are 150 
watches, valued at from $2.28 to $83 each; 
more than 100 rings, from $1.50 to a gen- 
uine diamond at $185; diamond earrings, 
valued at $256; unset brilliants, $137 and 
$165; a necklace pendant valued at $355, 
together with brooches, buckles, hat pins, 
etc. The sale will take place in the Ap- 
praiser’s warehouse. 

Creditors of Ciner & Seeleman, manu- 
facturing jewelers at 87 Maiden Lane, New 
York, against whom an involuntary petition 
in bankruptcy was filed in the United 
States District Court in September, have 
signed an agreement to accept a cash set- 
tlement at 50 cents on the dollar. It is 
understood that the agreement provides 
that Ciner & Seeleman shall pay all ex- 
penses. The assets of the business, ac- 
cording to figures submitted some time 
ago, at a meeting of creditors, totaled 
about $172,400, and the liabilities were 
placed at about $158,500, besides which there 
were some contingent liabilities. 

Mr. and Mrs. I. N. Morris, of Chicago, 
who arrived in this city last Friday on the 
White Star liner Adriatic, brought a lot of 
antiques and jewelry that caused the cus- 
toms men to tarry a bit over the baggage. 
Mr. Morris made the declaration and in- 
cluded everything he had bought abroad, 
but the problem as to the value of some of 
the jewelry and antiques was referred to 
the appraiser and they were taken to the 
public stores. All the dutiable stuff that 
could be appraised on the pier was taken 
away by the incoming tourists, after a pay- 
thent of $1,900 duties. 

A report reached this city last week that 
counsel has agreed upon March 8, 1911, as 
the date for trying the Shreve cases in the 
federal court at Montgomery, Ala., al- 
though circumstances may arise to change 
the present plans, it is said. The Shreve 
cases became known to the public and a 
complete story of the sensational arrest of 
the Shreve brothers was published in the 
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arrests were made through the efforts of 
the Jewelers Board of Trade. The defend- 
ants are charged with dishonest bank- 
ruptcy and with conspiring to defraud a 
number of manufacturers and jobbers and 
to have withheld assets from a referee in 
bankruptcy. The prosecution is in charge 
of Special District Attorney-General W. 
H. Ambrecht and Gustave Mertins. 

Che classification of watchmen’s time de- 
tectors was the subject of a decision last 
(hursday by the Board of United States 
General Appraisers, when a protest filed by 
the Timekeeper Co. and others was con- 
strued under the terms of the tariff act of 
1909. This decision was the first on this 
class of goods under the present tariff act. 
Under the Dingley tariff act of 1907 the 
board ruled that similar articles were sub- 
ject to a duty under Par. 191, the move- 
ments at the specific rates according to the 
number of jewels plus 25 per cent. ad 
valorem, and the cases at 40 per cent. ad 
valorem. In the present tariff act the 
language of Par. 192, which corresponds 
with Par. 191 of the old act, has included 
among watch movements such movements 
as are termed time detectors. General Ap- 
praiser Fischer, who writes the decision 
for the board, overruling the protest, says 
that the articles in question are thus watch 
movements enclosed. in cases. The col- 
lector assessed duty on the movements 
and the cases separately under Par. 192 
of the tariff act of 1909, the movements 
as containing not more than 11 jewels at 
$1.35 each, and the cases at 40 cents on 
their value. The United States General 
Appraisers hold the collector’s assessment 
to have been properly made. The claim 
in the protest that duty should only have 
been levied on the movements at the spe- 
cific rate, and that no duty should have 
been assessed on the cases and other parts 
of the time detectors, was overruled in 
each case,

He then assisted Heingh to his feet and 
apologized for his rcughness, and the lat- 
ter, it is said, laughed and told him that it 
was al] right, but that his head ached. 
Heingh went to the rear of the factory and 
sudden'y sank to the floor. He was sent 
to the Bett St. Hospital, where it was found 
his skull was fractured. He died the fol- 
lowing day. Heingh and Dillon, it is said, 
were good friends, though Heingh had 
often annoyed Dillon by tickling him, 
knowing his unusual sensibility to this. No 
*one believes that the boy ever intended to 
inflict any permanent injury upon the dead 
man. When told of Heingh’s death Dillon 
immediately surrendered to the authorities. 
Mr. Heingh was a we'l-known resident of 
the East End of the city and was a mem- 
ber of several fraternal orders, among 
them the Catholic Knights of Ohio and the 
Fulton National Aid. He was also one of 
the trustees of St. Rose’s Church. His 
funeral took place Wednesday last.

The alleged assault 
took place in the Vanderbilt Hotel in 
February, 1909. Silverman claims he hit 
Harrison in self-defense. 

The jewelry store of F.-C. Schwartz, 
Gallup, N. Mex., was entered recently and 
a fine Navajo Indian bracetet set with a 
valuable turquoise, a handsome string of 
beads with silver trimmings and other val- 
uables, were taken. It is supposed the rob- 
bery was committed by a Navajo Indian.

It was claimed 
that they had transferred their business to 
other parties who were transients and had 
no intention of continuing permanently, but 
the evidence did not uphold this contention 
and they were discharged in the court. 

A fire, which almost totally destroyed 
Silver Springs, N. Y., burned out the jew- 
elry store of C. L. Kerr and several other 
buildings last week. Mr. Kerr’s residence, 
which adjoined his store, was saved after 
a hard fight by the firemen. Mr. Kerr is 
the heaviest loser by the fire. He had just 
installed a large Christmas stock, which 
was on display. The jeweler managed to 
save two automobiles from his garage at 
the rear of the store. The losses on the 
buildings are partially covered by insur- 
ance, but the stock was not insured. The 
firemen had several narrow escapes when 
the walls fell, and for a time it was feared 
that the entire business section would be 
burned. 

Burglars entered the jewelry store of 
W. A. McPhee, Canton, N. Y., last week, 
ind escaped with a quantity of jewelry. 
among which were several valuable gold 
lockets, gold chains and rings. The most 
valuable jewelry is kept in the safe, which 
was not molested. The loss will be quite 
heavy. Entrance was gained to the store 
by the rear door, the glass being broken 
near the lock, and it is thought that the 
thief thrust his hand through the aperture 
and turned the key, which was in the loc‘. 
Several clues which have been obtained in- 
dicate that the job may have been that of 
a woman, as an apron was found in the 
store and footprints of a small shoe were 
found on the plush of the show window. 

A man who refused to give his name 
was arrested in Middleboro, Mass., last 
week after he had been wounded in the 
thigh by a policeman. The prisoner was 
taken to the Brockton Hospital, and an 
investigaticn disclosed that six stores in the 
center of the town had been entered dur- 
ing the night, among them the V. D. W. 
Carleton jewelry store. Policeman Snow 
noticed that the light in the Middleboro 
Clothing Co.’s store had been moved, and 
while investigating he saw a man smash 
the glass in the front window and run to 
the street. Snow ordered the man to halt, 
but the man disobeyed and the officer fired 
at him. He refused to give his name on 
the grounds that he did not wish to dis- 
grace his family. 

With a large stone wrapped in a news- 
paper, burglars broke the plate glass win- 
dow in the Abraham Elliman jewelry 
store, 112 E. 25th St., Dayton, O., one night 
last week. Three men who were passing 
chased the men, but the thieves escaped. 
Mr. Elliman estimates his loss at $1,633 
and no insurance. Among the jewelry 
taken were five ladies’ gold watches, 63 
men’s gold watches, 18 large gold lockets, 
12 bracelets, six diamond scarf pins, one 
diamond brooch and a gold knife set with 
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diamonds. The police are making a rigid 
investigation of the robbery. The police 
have a clue in the information that two 
young men made anxious inquiry as to the 
departure of a train to Chicago shortly 
after the robbery, but left on being in- 
formed that it would be several hours be- 
fore a train was due. 

The National Society for the Preraotion 
of Industrial Education has recently is- 
sued Bulletin No. 12, entitled “Legislation 
Upon Industrial Education in the United 
States.”” The book is divided into five parts, 
the first of which is a reprint, with a few 
slight changes, of the first section of a 
pamphlet issued in 1909 by the American 
\ssociation for Labor Legislation, pre- 
pared by Dr. Edward C. Eiliott, of the 
University of Wisconsin. The remainder 
of the book was prepared especially for 
the National Society by C. A. Prosser, 
Deputy Commissioner of Education for 
the State of Massachusetts. After propos- 
ing a more definite nomenclature for the 
subject, Mr. Prosser has traced out the 
trend of legislation, giving an analysis of 
the legislation in Massachusetts, New 
York, Connecticut, Wisconsin and New 
Jersey. At the annual business meeting of 
the National Society recently held in Bos- 
ton, James P. Munroe, Boston, was elected 
president; Fred A. Geier, Cincinnati, vice- 
president, and Frederic B. Pratt, of the 
Pratt Institute, Brooklyn, treasurer. The 
national office is at 20 W. 44th St., New 
York.

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The Use and Treatment of Chucks.

66 O work with split chucks is cer- 

tainly the most convenient method 
imaginable, and any one who has once 
enjoyed the advantages attending this 
method will certainly prefer it to any 
other.” The foregoing brief remarks, with 


° . ° 
fnany others, appear:in the circular of a 


lathe manufacturer. Unfortunately, we 
often hear the contrary. 
Complaints as to the unreliability of 


chucks are by no means rare and assume 
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the most varied form, according to the 
individual experience of the complainant. 
Even if these complaints were at all jus- 
tilied, this nevertheless remains true that 
he who complains of the worthlessness of 
his chucks stands self-accused, for the 
chucks have either been impaired, to begin 
with, by wrong treatment, or they have 
not been properly used. How often, in the 
heat of the struggle, has not a distorted 
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or too thick a piece of steel been forcibly 
secured in the chuck, or even, while in 
the chuck, been forced into true by blows 
of a hammer. 

The best of chucks cannot be expected 
to stand such treatment, but will take re- 
venge for this misuse by running perma- 
nently untrue. A chuck is a “very fine and 
delicate little thing” that requires careful 
treatment and proper use. As some watch- 
makers, notably the “students of horology,” 
are not well informed as to the proper 
use of the chuck, says Bruno Hillmann in 
Ailgemeines Journal der Uhrmacher- 
kunst, the following lines, in which the 
various functions of the chuck are set 
forth with explanatory illustrations, may 
be of service to some of them. For the 
better comprehension of the illustrations, 
we may state, from the start, that the 


chucks are in some cases shown in sec- 
tion, to explain the more clearly how they 
hold articles placed in them. In the same 
manner the chucks are shown not en- 
tirely perforated or bored through, as is 
really, particularly with the more recent 
patterns, the case, but only as far as the 
spring portions go, to make their elastic 
action the more plain. 

In order to begin by showing the most 
striking error that can be committed, we 
illustrate, in Figs. 1 and 2, how an un- 
even or conical piece can only be held at 
the points a and b of the chucks, so that 
the possibility of permanent true running 
or a lasting security of hold is entirely 
impossible. Any further discussion of this 
case would appear unnecessary. 

We can therefore turn at once to the

case indicated in Figs. 3 and 4, which 
shows how careful we must be in the 
selection of a chuck, when short articles 
or those with a short shoulder are to be 
held. In this case the danger is most im- 
minent that a chuck may be rendered per- 
manently useless. If, for instance, the 
chuck selected is too small, the jaws, when 
tightened, will separate at their outer ends, 
whereas the remaining part, on acount of 
the elasticity, will give. 

The uselessness of attempting to obtain 
a good hold with too small a chuck is 
plainly shown in Fig. 3; we can see quite 
readily that the article is insecurely- held, 
as it holds only at c, right at the edge of 
the shoulder. In working it will run un- 
true, then become loose and finally, prob- 
ably, fall out altogether. It is otherwise 
with a proper selection of the chuck, as 
may be seen plainly in Fig. 4. It will be 
perceived that the chuck firmly grips the 
entire available surface of the short shoul- 
der, and the object, at least as far as this 
is possible with the small surface, will be 
firmly held. The split chuck is best 
adapted for holding round steel or rod 
brass of not too great length, about as 





indicated in the other illustrations. In this 
case, also, a careful selection of the chuck 
must be made. 

If, for instance, as shown in Fig. 5, a 
chuck is chosen with too small an opening, 
on tightening up on the object, when the 
chuck is tightened in the headstock, it will 
inevitably be forced out of its normal 
shape, whereby it will be permanently bent 
and spoiled. If too large a chuck is se- 
lected the object, on the one hand is not 
sufficiently held, being grasped only by its 
ends at e (see Fig. 6); on the other hand, 
in working it will run untrue, as the ends 
at r have too much side play. What we 
have said, applying only to incorrect in- 
sertion, how must the object be inserted 
and what is the proper chuck for it? 
Figs. 7 and 8 really answer the question 
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pictorially, but a few words may be added 
in explanation. 

Above all things, provide an adequate 
assortment of chucks. If the chuck has 
been properly selected, the object to be 
held must not jam in the open chuck, but 
must not have too much side play, about 
as shown in Fig. 7; then the chuck, when 
closed, will hold the object over the great- 
est surface, as shown in Fig. 8, loosening 
and consequent running out of true can 
consequently not take place during the sub- 
sequent working. Those who follow the 
suggestions here given, who select suitable 
chucks, and who do not seek to force 
everything possible into the chucks, will 
never have cause to complain of the un- 
reliability of split chucks; that is, provided 
the tools are not already spoiled, but have 
been properly cared for from the start. 

What has been said here applies in most 
instances, in addition to the chucks used 
in the lathe, to all other split chucks em- 
ployed in watchmaking, such as those 17 
the screw polishing machine, which, being 
of brass, call for special care.

Escapement.

rm’ HE arrangement devised by Arnold is 
I repeated in the escapement shown in 
17, patented by an English horologist 
me years ago. 
We see the wheel arrested against the 
locking pallet in the opposite direction to 
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that of the foot of the detent, which 
allows, according to the inventor, the use 
of a very weak returning or leading spring, 
which is not possible when the teeth rest 
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against the foot, because a spring is re- 
quired sufficiently strong to avoid un- 
steadiness. 

We recognize, in addition, that for the 
discharging operation the detent must 
come toward the center of the wheel, and 
for this reason the teeth of the latter 
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project vertically. The locking pallet con- 
sists of a simple round pin, the form of 
which facilitates the unlocking when it 
reaches the interior angle of the tooth. 

The novelty of this mechanism consists 
in the form and the length of the impulse 
lever a, which passes above the teeth of 
the wheel and is notched below at c_ be- 
tween the dotted lines to allow the passage 
of the projections of the teeth. When the 
release has taken place these projections 
strike the side of the part of the lever a 
that is not cut away, and their action, only 
occurring at the commencement of the line 
of centers, we have an impulse that oper- 
ates under the best possible conditions. 

In the course of the neutral oscillation 
the action of the finger b with the spring r 
is that which is already known to us. 





We fail to understand for what rea- 
son M. Gabus, the inventor of the es- 
capement represented in Fig. 18, the con- 
struction of which dates back to 1860, has 
given his detent the peculiar form shown 
herewith. This form, which, as far as we 
can see, is explained by nothing serious, 
compels him to use an excessively short 
unlocking spring, the action of which must 
consequently be very sensitive. 

The other features of this mechanism 
are: A very short unlocking finger, also, b; 
that is to say, working very close to the 
center of the balance; teeth of the wheel, 
the working side of which follows the line 
of radius; an impulse lever or pallet, of 
which the face, which receives the action of 
the teeth, is found according to a short 
epicycloid. These modifications, applied 
to a standard mechanism, have the effect of 
insuring a very easy unlocking or dis- 
charge, also a better utilized force of im- 
pulse. It must be believed that the horolo- 
gists of the period did not discover in 
this escapement the qualities claimed for 
it by the inventor, for it has not been put 
to any practical use. 

Our illustration shows the mechanism in 
the course of the neutral oscillation, at 
the moment when the finger b escapes 
from the spring r of the arm d of the 
detent, to pass to the other side. The 
detent remains motionless, held under the 
influence of the spiral s against the stud 
or block u, and it holds the wheel sta- 
tionay by means of its pallet e. 

The balance turns subsequently in the 
opposite direction; the finger b causes the 
detent to pivot; the pallet e allows the tooth 
1 to pass, and the tooth 2 imparts the im- 
pulse. It may be seen that there is abso- 
lutely no change in the principle of action. 
The following illustration, Fig. 19, presents 
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a form of construction that is quite in- 
teresting: 

The locking pallet e is formed, as usual, 
of a semi-roller, but the teeth of the wheel 
do not strike against the flat side, but 
against the cylindrical surface. This half 
cylinder is not moved away from the 
wheel; it turns on itself, and a _ tooth 
passes when the cut-away part faces the 
center of the wheel. 

The detent D, which is very light, has 

















its pivoting center in common with the 
half cylinder. A spiral spring s carries 
it back to rest against the screw u when 
it has escaped from it. It carries the 
unlocking screw r, which, in the usual man- 
ner, stops against a pin c inserted at the 
extremity of the arm d. 

The finger b, mounted on the balance 
staff, works against the end of the screw r 
in the usual manner, and this action, in 
this construction, takes place at a greater 
distance from the center, with the object 
of securing an easier discharge. 

On the balance staff we see, as always, 
the roller carrying the impulse pallet a, 
against which the tooth 2 acts after the 
unlocking of tooth 1. 

The operation of this mechanism, with 
the exception of the locking pallet e, re- 
sembles that of the standard chronometer 
escapement. 

A certain number of investigators have 
directed their efforts toward the suppression 
of one or even of the two springs, the 
delicacy of which makes the chronometer 
escapement inaccessible to less experienced 
watchmakers. 

The mechanism, which is shown in Fig. 
20, has no unlocking spring; it is replaced 
by a small pivoted lever r, the longest arm 
of which works with the unlocking nnger ), 
while the shorter arm, forming an almost 
closed crescent, holds, between its two

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iljustration, to effect the unlocking of the 
new tooth 3 which has dropped into lock- 
ing against the pallet e. 

The replacement of the unlocking spring 
by a pivoted piece is certainly not a happy 
idea, for it is a complication of mechanism 
aggravated by a decrease in the certainty of 
operation. 

Also in the escapement shown in Fig. 21 
there is but one spring. This is a double- 
action spring, and, while fulfilling the pur- 
pose of a return spring, it allows the dis- 
placement of the detent to permit the finger 
b to pass in the neutral oscillation. 

R is the ’scape wheel, the direction of 
its rotation being indicated by the arrow. 
D is the detent, against the face of which 
the teeth of the wheel are stopped. This 
detent pivots in 0, and its extremity e’ 
serves as a safety lever. At this extremity, 
the thickness of which is doubled, is ad- 
justed the unlocking rod d, which works 
with the finger 6 mounted on the balance 
staff, 

A spring r, attached to a stud H, abuts, 
at its free end, against the back of the 
detent at two points, on each side of the 
center of its movement and constantly re- 
turns this detent to the position in which 
we see it in the illustration, whether its 
displacement has taken place in one direc- 

tion or the other. 

We have, in addition, on the balance 
staff, the impulse roller A, with its lever a. 
The discharge is effected by the finger b 
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acting on the arm d in such a manner as to 
cause the lever ¢ to move from within the 
circumference of the teeth: the tooth 1 
escapes, and at this moment the lever a 
presents itself to the tooth 2 to receive 
the impulse, while the detent, under the 
influence of the spring r, returns to its 
piace to lock the tooth 3. 

On the following oscillation, which is a 
neutral oscillation, the finger b diverts the 
arm d in the contrary direction to pass to 
the other side. The lever e then enters 
more deeply within the circumference of 
the wheel; immediately the finger passes, the 
detent resumes its position at locking, the 
lever holding the tooth that is pressing 







This mechanism is simple and 
the arrangement not without value. 


The following illustration, Fig. 22, is still 


against it. 


more simple. The detent is reduced to the 
arm d, pivoting on the same center as the 
half cylinder ec, against which the teeth of 
the wheel are stopped. A spring r, butting 
against the diametric face of the semi- 
cylinder, or roller, holds it in the position 
suitable to cause the stopping of the teeth, 
and returns it to this position when they 
have escaped. 

It is the finger b acting on the arm d 
which imparts to the half cylinder the ro- 
tary movement, permitting the escape of 
the tooth that is at rest. When this finger b 
turns with the balance, in the direction in- 
dicated by the arrow, it draws the arm d 
toward the right, and the half cylinder as- 
sumes a position that enables the locked 
tooth to pass, 

In our illustration we see the tooth 1 at 
the point of escaping and, immediately 
after, the finger b leaves the arm d. The 
spring r, abutting against the cut-off por- 
tion of the semi-cylinder, returns the de- 
tent to its place of rest; that is to say, 
the arm d is directed toward the center of 
rotation of the balance, and the half cylin- 
der e presents its cylindrical face to the 
points of the teeth. 


In the neutral oscillation the finger b 
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has diverted the arm d toward ihe left, 
and the tooth, which is at rest against e, 
remains motionless, since it contmues to 
abvt against the round surface of the semi- 
cylinder. When the finger > has passed, 
the detent, under the action of the spring r, 
resumes its position at rest, the tooth 
stopped, not having stirred. It retains the 
position until the following impulse, which 
takes place again in the direction indicated 
by the arrow. The impulse is produced, as 
usual, by the action of the teeth on the 
pallet or lever a. 

In this escapement the arm d remains 
longer in contact with the finger b than is 
desirable. Moreover, the contact between 
the spring and the flat surface of the semt- 
cylinder is subject to disadvantageous varia-

Scarcity of Watchmakers. 


OT in the memory of Detroit jewelers 
has there been such a demand for 
watchmakers as there is at the present 
time. Especially in the smaller towns 
throughout Michigan is the scarcity felt, 
and wholesale men in Detroit are being 
constantly urged by retail jewelers to “send 
us a watchmaker.” One local wholesale 
firm received three letters during the past 
week, and others say they could find places 
for a large number of men. This scarcity 
of competent young men is said to be the 
result of the refusal of boys to work for 
smal] wages while learning a trade. There 
are so many positions at the present time 
that a boy can take without previous ex- 
perience, and earn from $10 to $12 per 
week, that it is almost impossible to get 
one to take a place at the bench for small 
wages. 
A Select Method of Satin-Finishing Alaminum, 
with Note on the Use of the Sand Blast. 





(By “Connecticut,” in the Brass World.) 
UFF the aluminum article, if mecessary, 
in order to obtain a good surface, and 
then clean off the grease in benzine. Now 
dip into a scalding hot potash solution, not 
too strong, until the surface is dull and 
white. Rinse in cold water and soak for 
five to six minutes in a five per cent. solu- 
tion of hydrofluoric acid to softer the sur- 
face. Now rinse well in cold water and 
dip into a mixture of equal parts of nitric 
and sulphuric acid. This will remove the 
discoloration. Now rinse in cold water and 
then in the cleanest hot water. Dirty hot 
water will leave. stains on the surface. Now 
dry in sawdust of good quality and which 
is free from pitch or gum. Boxwood or 
birch should be used if possible. The bare 
hands, no matter how clean, should never 
touch the aluminum at this stage or stains 
will result. 

The frosting is now done with 2a fine, soft, 
steel-wire scratch brush, six mches in di- 
ameter and running 2,500 revolutions per 
minute. New brushes should be broken in 
on coarse work, or by running them agamst 
a file for some time. ‘ 

In regard to the use of the sand-blast for 
satin finishing aluminum, as far as my ex- 
perience goes, I do not consider it a satis- 
factory way, for the metal is so. soft that xt 
cuts up like lead or pewter.

Responsibility Develops Capacity. 


T HE boy who is given a daily task plac- 

ing on him some responsibility, no 
matter how light, and required to fulfill his 
small duties as faithfully as the general 
manager of the firm is required to carry 
out his larger task, is more than likely to 
develop unexpected capacity and escape the 
petty vices of boyhood. 

Big tasks always develop capacity wher- 
ever capacity is dormant and can be de- 
veloped. The very greatness of the work 
set makes a man ambitious to reach the 
goal with full success. 

Therefore, to secure the best services 
from employes, the wise employer will set 
each individual member of his force a 
task at least large enough to require exer- 
tion. The vast difference in the capacities 
of two individuals engaged in the same 
class of work is too frequently neglected. 
One man may dawdle over his task, making 
it fill all his time. Another will perform 
the same work in two or three hours a day. 
The employer should distinguish the two 
varieties of men. 

If he fails to make this important dis- 
tinction he is losing good service and spoil- 
ing good employes, since nothing is more 
detrimental to an office or more unfair 
both to employer and employgthan work- 
ing a high speed man at low speed. The 
low speed man can be increased to high 
speed with advantage to his employer and 
himself. The high speed man cannot be 
reduced to low speed without injuring his 
capacity for work, injuring the quality of 
his work and rendering him more or less 
discontented, according to his disposition. 

Because John Smith required eight hours 
every day for a certain task is no sign 
that Jim Jones cannot do the same work 
in three hours. To make Jones spend 
eight hours on work he can do in three is 
worse than foolish. Every human being 
likes to progress, and dislikes to mark 
time or fall back. The employer who fails 
to realize this innate spirit of every human 
being is unjust to himself as well as to 
his employe—Sidney Arnold.

Every man is entitled to be considered 
nest until he is proved otherwise—but 
ery man has his price, they say, and 
vaits only a temptation great enough. It 
better not to tempt any man—better not 
put yourself in a position of temptation 
orgetting to charge goods sold on credit 
s so well known a leak that it calls for 
othing more than emphasis. There will 
be some loss of this sort in spite of the 
itmost watchfulness. 


There are sometimes requests for the 
loan of goods out of a store, or the request 
may be for toeéls, fixtures or any part of 
the equipment. Such loans are perhaps 
between personal friends. Even personal 
friends sometimes forget. Charge up in 
the regular way loans of this sort and no 
one will be offended and there will be no 
ensuing loss. 

If your lights are on a meter, see that 
there is no needless waste of illumination 

but better waste a little light than skimp 
on it. Still there is no need for lights to 
be left going in the cellar when no one is 
occupied there, or in the storeroom, or 
turned on in the windows before it grows 
dark enough to need them. Make it the 
business of some one employe to look after 
the lighting end. 

There is often a needless waste of goods 
in making window displays. Not enough 
care is taken in making displays. More 
goods are -exposed to the damaging effects 
of light or heat than is necessary, or goods 
are left just enough longer there than is 
necessary with a resultant loss. 

In most smaller stores time is a thing 
that is not accounted valuable. Employes 
waste a little time every day with the re- 
sult that eventually comes a day when, in 
addition to their regular duties, are so 
many accumulated extras that someone has 
to be called in to help with some of the 
dirty work. There are sometimes mistakes 
in marking goods, or, what is worse, in 
leaving them unmarked; and this means 
that there is a far greater chance of the 
goods being sold for less than the proper 
figure than for more. Goods should al- 
ways be marked. There is a leak if you 
trust to anyone’s or everyone’s memory to 
get the price right, even on standard goods. 

One of the biggest leaks in the retail 
store 1s dead stock, and this loss through 
dead stock is one that cannot be corrected 
by instructing clerks. It requires the care- 
ful and constant attention of the proprie-

maker. 


Dead stock is often caused by over-buy- 
ing. <A line of seasonable goods may be 


overbought just enough so that the profit 


on the stock will be left tied up in the 


goods still on hand when the season ends. 
So it may easily be seen that leaks may 
start in the buying department, and _ ther: 
is no part of the management of the store 
which can be certainly considered free from 
such possibilities. 

The failure to take all cash discounts 
causes a loss of profits. Don't miss the 
little one, two or five per cent. that can be 
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ment of stock in the store and storeroom 


will stop many leaks 
System throughout the whole store oper 


ations 1s necessary to stop the leaks. The 
only thing to avoid in the matter of sys- 
tematizing is the possibility of going too 
far with it and making it a consumer of 
time and consequently a cause of a leak 


that may cost more than it saves 

The minor economies of a store are as 
important as the larger, and no merchant 
should be afraid of his clerks or anyone 


else thinking him penurious because he 
objects to winding twine around parcels 


more times than is necessary, or taking a 
larger-sized sheet of wrapping paper than 
an article requires for its proper covering 
and protection

Failure 
to have all of a certain line of goods in 
the places in which they belong, and all in 
the same place causes over-buying by mak- 
ing it possible for a man to buy more 
goods before getting rid of as much of 
his previous stock as he thought he had 
sold. Such poor arrangement also loses 
sales, for every now and then a salesman 
will find the stock in one place all gone 
and turn away the customer, not knowing 
that there is more stock in another place. 

The inability to find goods when they 
are wanted means inevitable loss of sales, 
and that means not only loss of profits on 
those sales but also possible loss of custo- 
mers. _A proper and systematic arrange-

Fanon (eccles.). “The maniple, or nap- 
kin worn by the priest at Mass. It was 
originally nothing but a plain strip of 
linen worn on the left wrist. In later 
times it was highly decorated and often 
made of the richest materials.”—Mollett. 

Fan Tracery. “In Gothic architectures 
elaborate carved work spread over an 
arched surface, like a fan, with the handle 
resting on a corbel or stone bracket be- 
low.”—Mollett. 


Farus (eccles.). The chandelier which 
hung under the ciborium. 

Fasce (her.). See face. 

Fasces. Much used as a motif in orna- 
ment. “In order to execute the Roman 
consuls’ commands, he was attended by 12 
officers, called lictors, who marched in file 
before the consul. * * * When the of- 
fice of consul was first instituted, each lic- 
for carried a bundle of rods (fasces) with 
an axe (securis) stuck in the midst, to in- 
dicate that the consul possessed the power 
of scourging and putting to death those 
who disobeyed his commands.”—Ramsay. 





ROMAN FASCES. 


“Fasces laureati were the fasces crowned 
with laurel leaves, which were carried be- 
fore a victorious general; fasces versi, the 
reversed fasces, which were carried axe 
downwards, in token of mourning at fu- 
nerals. ’"—Mollett. 


Fascia (Lat.). “Any strip of cloth used 


for a bandage; such as: (1) the swathes 
in which newly born children’ were 
wrapped; (2) a white band, or for women 
a purple, worn as a diadem (diadema) ; 
(3) (fascia pectoralis) a bandage worn by 
young Roman girls to prevent excessive 
development of the breast; (4) (fascia 
cruralis) a bandage wound closely round 
the leg from the ankle to the knee, etc.; 
these were adopted in Europe in the Mid- 
dle Ages; (5) (fascia pedulis) a sock; 
(6) see sona. In architecture the term 
fascia is applied to three flat bands of 
stone, introduced to break the monotony 
of architraves, more especially of the Ionic, 
Corinthian, and Composite orders.”—Mol- 
lett. 


Fascina. “Amulets worn to avert the 
‘evil eye.’ ”—Mollett. 


Fax (Lat.). “A torch. This consisted 
either of pieces of wood joined together 
and steeped in resin, or a metal tube filled 
with inflammable materials, such as resin, 
pitch, tallow, tow impregnated with wax, 
etc. (The early evening was hence called 
prima fax, and as marriages were cele- 
brated at that time of the day, the torch 
was made an attribute of Hymen, and a 
symbol of marriage. The torch was also 
called at funerals to fire the pile with.”)— 
Mollett. 


FEATHER (eccles.). “In Christian art 
(German) an attribute of St. Barbara; it 
is generally a peacock’s feather. This re- 
fers to an old German version of the 
legend, which relates that when St. Bar- 
bara was scourged by her father, angels 
changed the rods into feathers.”—Mollett. 
“Such an attribute is not borne by any 
other saint, and not frequently in pictures 
that represent her.”—Fairholt. 


FEATHERINGS (arch.). ‘“Lace-like orna- 
ments along the edges of, or in windows, 
canopies, etc.”—Mollett. 


Fepe RinGs “are rings the bezel of which 
is formed by two clasped hands, signifying 
plighted troth. The form goes back to 
Roman times, and was common during the 
Middle Ages and later. Some fede rings 
were also gimmel, or puzzle rings. The 
rings used at weddings by the fisher com- 
munity of the Cloddagh at Galway, the 
bezels of which represent two hands hold- 
ing a heart, are derivatives of the fede 


type.’—Brit. Mus. Guide. Sometimes

Fetpspar. The feldspar, or felspar, of 
the ceramist is the orthoclase variety, and 
is often called China stone; it is a silicate 
of potassium and aluminum, and is the 
petuntse of the Chinese, and with kaolin 
produces the Chinese porcelain. Potash 
feldspar is much used in glazes. It is a 
natural chemical combination of potash, 
alumina, and silica (K:O, AlsO:, 6Si Oz). 
Sometimes called Swedish spar. 

FetspaR. Same as feldspar, petuntze, 
China-stone, etc. 

FeELSpATHIC PorcELAIN Another term 
for the natural or hard porcelain, made 
from kaolin and petuntze (felspar). So- 
called because of its containing felspar. 
See hard porcelain. 

FENDU EN PAL. “The French term for 
cross voided.”—Robson. 


FENESTELLA (eccles.). Same as piscina.

Question No. 2711—Black and Gray 


Oxidizing.—Please give me a formula for 


ting silver and silvered articles so they 
he oxidized black or gray. B. G. 

\NsWER.—By oxidizing stlver with liver 
sulphur the result usually is a gray-blue- 

ck color, but with proper manipulations 
various oxidized shades may be produced. 
It is necessary for good oxidizing to use 
German sulphuret. The best is to be had 
plates. Use fresh solutions, and never 
solution which has been in a corked ves- 

el for some time. If silver-plated articles 
are to be oxidized then it is important that 
the silver deposit be a good one. A light 
late will not give a good surface for the 
yxidizing liquid to work on. The follow- 
ing solution will give a good color: To 
14 pint water add 5 grams saltpeter, 10 
grams liver of sulphur, 50 grams ammonia. 
This solution is to be boiled. The articles 
to be treated are scratch brushed, the solu- 
tion removed from the flame and the pieces 
immersed long enough until] first a gray, 
then blue, followed with an even black 
‘olor has formed. Remove and rinse in 
clean water, scratch brush with a soft 
brush and a solution of soap bark, put 
igain for a moment into the oxidizing so- 
lution and again scratch brush with a still 
softer brush. Draw the articles again 
quickly through the solution, rinse and dry 
n sawdust. The result will be a fine black 
xidize. Certain articles, such as round 
vire, or arched, may be polished with a 
hloodstone. The result will be a deeper 
lack. The oxidizing should be protected 
with a good coating of lacquer. If a still 
arker black is wanted, then immerse the 
lver or silvered articles, after scratch 
rushing, in a saturated solution of nitrate 
mercury, until a light film of the mer- 
ury appears on the surface, which may 
ave to be produced by heating the solu- 
on. Now rinse the piece in clean water, 
rush with the silver scratch brush, and 
‘roceed to oxidize as before. Alternate 
ith scratch brushing until a deep black 
appears. If a gray oxidized effect is 
vanted (imitating old silver), then the sim- 
est way is to saturate the oxidizing solu- 
n with half or more water. The articles 
re immersed long enough until the gray 
s developed. Then rinse and brush over 
he surface with a fine brush or a linen 
loth, dipping the brush in moistened bi- 
rbonate of soda. If the oxidizing does 
tt rub off, then moisten the brush or 
nen in a solution of cyanide, and proceed 


‘o finish with the soda. The articles should 


ive the recesses and corners darker than 
he plain surfaces. If the pieces are to be 
1 even gray tone, oxidize them to an even 


black, dry off, and sand biast with the 
finest sand. Care must be taken to obtain 
an even gray; if sanded too much a white, 
dirty gray will result. To obtain a red- 
dish old silver shade, which is very becom- 
ing on certain articles, prepare with 5 parts 
good graphite, 1 part pulverized bloodstone, 
mixed with turpentine into a consistency of 
paint. Brush this on the article to be oxi- 
dized, let dry, and brush off with a medium 
stiff brush, which will produce an appear- 
ance of old silver. Silver articles to be 
oxidized or colored gray and which cannot 
be treated wet may be colored by using a 
*glass box, or glass vessel, which can be 
covered with a piece of sheet glass. Ona 
porcelain saucer lay a piece of liver of 
sulphur; set this in the glass vessel and 
hang the pieces to be treated over the 
saucer. Through a glass tube bring a drop 
of vinegar on the sulphur at intervals, 
which will create a fume that will oxidize 
the piece to any shade desired. The ap- 
pearance is improved by rubbing over with 
a rag moistened with a little linseed oil. 
A coat of lacquer might be used, if pre- 
ferred. Chloride will produce a rich, light 
gray shade, which is produced with from 
1 to 2 grams platinic chloride, dissolved in 
from 5 to 10 parts of its volume in grain 
alcoho!. The articles are painted over with 
this and allowed to dry. Finish up bv rub- 
bing with a soft cloth, very little linseed 
oi] and bicarbonate of soda. Or they may 
be brushed with a medium stiff brush. If 
any of the pieces “go bad” the oxidizing 
can be removed in a warm cyanide dip. 
To preserve the nitrate of mercury men- 
tioned above, put in a porcelain evaporating 
dish a clean piece of mercury about the 
size of a large pea; pour over this about 
10 grams C. P. nitric acid, warm a little 
to dissolve the mercury. This should be 
done where there is a good draft of air, 
as the fiumes are very injurious. As soon 
as dissolved add water gradually until the 
greenish looking solution becomes clear. 





Notes on Melting Metals in a Vacuum. 


From the Brass World. 

HE ideal method of melting metals is 

in a vacuum. It is theoretically cor- 

rect as no gases are present to affect the 

character of the metal while being melted. 

The advantage of melting metal in a 
vacuum lies in two things: 
1. There is no oxidation. 

2. Gases present in the metal are expelled. 

Metals which hitherto were considered 

only as brittle substances and quite incapa- 

ble of being rolled or drawn, are now pro- 

duced by simple melting in a vacuum, in a 





malleable and ductile condition. Examples 
of such metals are tungsten and tantalum, 
which are now made in the form of wire 
for use in incandescent electric lamps. Were 
it not for the vacuum furnace, such a feat 
could never have been accomplished. 


The manner in which the vacuum furnace 
is constructed has not been generally 
known. In Berichte 43, 1910, pages 1564- 
1575, O. Ruff describes the furnace and cites 
experiments made with it. The furnace he 
describes is known as an “electric vacuum 
furnace” and it consists of tube of retort 
carbon, turned down until its walls are 
about 1-1% mm. in thickness. Two slits 
opposite one another are provided in this 
tube for allowing the crucible to be seen, or 
for use of the pyrometer. If the resistance 
of the tube is to be further increased, more 
slits are cut in it, thus diminishing the con- 
ductng area. Over the ends of the tube 
there slide well fitting stout jackets of re- 
tort carbon, coppered on their outer ends, 
where they make contact with water-cooled 
iron blocks to which the binding screws for 
the current are fixed. The whole is covered 
with a non-conducting jacket, and enclosed 
in a water-cooled brass case. This case is 
furnished with two view holes glazed with 
quartz glass, and provided with the neces- 
sary connections for exhausting the air for 
the production of the necessary vacuum. 

Tubes are also provided which permit 
either the passing of various gases through 
the furnace-tube, or of introducing through 
stuffing boxes the wires of a pyrometer into 
the crucible. According to the thickness of 
the tube, 200 amperes at 15-18 volts give a 
temperature in the crucible, as measured by 
a Wanner pyrometer, of 1,000 to 3,000 de- 
grees C., and 650 to 700 amperes at 28 to 40 
volts, a temperature of 2,000 to 2,700 de- 
grees C. Higher temperatures are impos- 
sible on account of the rapid volatilization 
of the carbon. 

With a good vacuum, the reducing effect 
of the atmosphere in the furnace is, even at 
the highest temperatures, very slight. By 
substituting water-cooled carbon electrodes 
for the iron blocks bringing the current, the 
furnace can also be used as an arc furnace. 

The author used this type of furnace for 
the preparation of 96-97 per cent. vanadium 
metal by the reduction of vanadium oxide 
made into a paste with starch. The melt- 
ing points of various materials were deter- 
mined by watching for the sinking down of 
cones made from them and heated in the 
carbon crucible. The temperature of the 
crucible was then taken as the melting point. 
The accuracy of this method was, the au- 
thor states, within 50 degrees of the truth 
Some of the results obtained upon the melt- 
ing point of substances are as follows: 

Platinum, 1,745 to 1,755 degrees C.; 
Molybdenum, 2,110 degrees C.; Iridium, 
2,210 to 2,225 degrees C.; Kaolin, 1,910 to 
1,915 degrees C.; Tungsten, 2,575 degrees 
C. Titanium (containing five. per cent. of 
carbon) only showed signs of fusing at 
2,700 degrees C. Alumina, lime and mag- 
nesia were found to be so readly volatile 
that their melting points could not be de- 
termined in a vacuum. In_ nitrogen, 
alumnia melted at 2,065 degrees C., lime 
about 2,035 degrees C., with the formation 
of a mass of felt-like needles. Magnesia 
remained unmelted at 2,400 degrees C.
